PERSONAL AFFAIRS DIVISION 

HE newly established Personal Af- 

fairs Division of the Army Service 
Forces while still in process of organiza- 
tion is rapidly putting into effect its pro- 
gram for the giving of assistance, ad- 


+ vice and information to Army personnel. 


Services of the new division are ex- 
tended to personnel and dependents of 
members of Army Service Forces and 
Army Ground Forces only. Personnel 
and dependents of members of the Army 
Air Forces will pe served by appropriate 
agencies of the AAF now the subject of 
study and undergoing changes to meet 
the need for such services. 

The principal function of the ASF Di- 
vision, established under Maj. Gen. 
Joe N. Dalton, Director of Personnel, is 
that of maintaining a close liaison with 
all Army, other governmental and private 
agencies affecting the personal problems, 
not only of present and former Army per- 
sonnel, but of their dependents and of 
the dependents of deceased personnel. 

Agencies set up by the various states 
will be contacted in the same manner as 
national agencies. Assistance and advice 
on such subjects as pensions, legal mat- 
ters, allowances, insurance, emergency 
financial assistance, arrears in pay, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, employment, hos- 
pitalization, housing and many others 
will be quickly obtainable through the 
liaison maintained between the field 
branches and the appropriate established 
agencies, 

These agencies include Army Emer- 
gency Relief, American Red Cross, Vet- 
erans’ Administration, General Account- 
ing Office, Office of Dependency Benefits, 
Fiscal Director, Judge Advocate, Bar 
Associations, Legal Aid Societies, Civil 
Service Commission, United States Em- 
ployment Service, Selective Service, Fed- 
eral Social Security and any other appro- 
priate agency set up within the govern- 
ment, by states or privately. 

Thus, any member of the Army puzzled 
by a particular probiem may obtain from 
his Personal Affairs officer the necessary 
information on who to see, where to 
write and what to do to quickly bring 
about a solution of the problems affect- 
ing his individual affairs. 

Each service command headquarters 
and the headquarters of each post, camp 
and station will have an established Per- 
sonal Affairs Division or branch. Each 
of the seven technical services will also 
have a personal affairs officer, appointed 
by the chief of that service, whose duty 
itis to act in a liaison capacity between 
the Division and the division or branch 
Set up at Class IV installations under the 
control of the technical services. 

To further facilitate the handling of 
Problems it is supposed that each branch 
have on hand and make available to per- 
sonnel the more generally used forms and 
blanks necessary in applying to the var- 
lous agencies for the aid and services 
Which they extend. 

Being concerned solely with correctly 
channeling such applications and _ re- 
quests, the Division and its branches will 
hot assume administrative control over,

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Navy Selection Boards 

Selection boards to recommend retired 
officers on active duty for temporary pro- 
motion will meet in the Navy Depart- 
ment before the end of this month. The 
boards will review the records of lieu- 
tenants, lieutenant commanders and 
commanders for promotion to the next 
higher grades, one panel handling the 
cases of line officers and a second the 
cases of officers of the staff corps. 

Eligibility for promotion in point of 
service will be determined on a basis 
comparable to current eligibility require- 
ments for active list officers, active duty 
since the beginning of the emergency be- 
ing counted. 

Although the general temporary pro- 
motion policy drafted by Navy Depart- 
ment oflicials was approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy several weeks ago, a 
summary of the policy suitable for publi- 
cation has not vet been completed. Per- 
sonnel officials are anxious to make the 
statement as clear as is practicable with 
general policies in order to forestall ques- 
tions from individual officers as much as 
possible. It is hoped that the statement 
will be available for publication within 
the next two weeks. . 

The selection board reviewing the rec 
erds of lieutenants of the line and staff 
of the Regular Navy and Naval Reserve 
will, as previously stated, submit its list 
of officers recommended for temporary 
advancement to lieutenant commander to 
the Secretary by the end of this month. 
Under review are officers who have been 
in grade of lieutenant at least since 15 
June 1942. 


Given Red Cross Post 


Mrs. Raymond Lee has been appointed 
a national assistant director of Red Cross 
Volunteer Special Services, it was an- 
nounced this week. The new assistant 
director, who is the wife of Brig. Gen. 
Raymond Lee, will serve as liaison be- 
tween the Volunteer Special Services and 
Red Cross activities for Army and Navy 
women and assist in directing the Red 
Cross home Service Corps in social wel- 
fare work for servicemen, ex-servicemen 
and their families. 











General Marshall Inspects 

General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, returned to Washington, D. C., 8 
March, after completing a five day in- 
spection tour of Army installations in 
several southern states. 

Eglin Field, Fla., was the first point 
visited. Leaving there he next stopped at 
Camp Shelby, Hattiesburg, Miss. Next 
a very brief visit was paid the head- 
auarters of the Louisiana Maneuver 


Area, which is located between Leesburg | 


and DeRitter, Louisiana. 

At San Antonio, Texas, inspection of 
AAF installations located in the vicinity 
included those at Randolph Field. 

The Tank Destroyer Center, Camp 
Hood, Texas, was the next point of in- 
spection from which he left for Fort Sill, 
Okla., arriving there 6 March. Met by 
Maj. Gen. Ralph McT. Pennell, Center 
commander, Maj. Gen. Orlando Ward, 
Field Artillery School commandant, and 
Col. Kenneth 8. Perkins, post commander, 
he inspected both the Replacement Cen- 
ter and the Field Artillery School. After 
inspection of the training of Field Artil- 
lery officer candidates, student officers 
and enlisted men on the range there he 
left, 7 March, for Camp Campbell, Ken- 
tucky, returning to Washington from that 
point. 

Throughout the trip no special dem- 
onstrations were staged as the purpose of 
the entire tour of inspection was to view 
routine training and duties carried on 
under normal conditions. 


Stops Transfer to AAF 

Section II, War Department Circular 
No. 93, 3 March 1944, stops the accept- 
ance of applications from members of the 
Army Ground Forces and Army Service 
Forces for air or ground crew training 
with the Army Air Forces. 

The complete text is as follows: 

Army Air Forces.—1. Effective at once, no 
application for transfer to the Army Air 
Forces from officers or enlisted men of Army 
Service Forces or Army Ground Forces for 
the purpose of air crew training or ground 
crew training will be accepted, and no exami- 
nations of such personnel for flying training 
will be conducted. All pending applications 
upon which final action has not been com- 
pleted will be disapproved and returned to the 
applicant. 
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Program of Navy Shore 
Construction Favored 


Legislation authorizing appropriations 
of $1,644,373,024 for naval shore facili- 
ties was introduced this week as H. R. 
4381 by Chairman Vinson of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee and reported 
by that committee. The bill is a substi- 
tute for a $1,500,000,000 authorization 
hill introduced by Representative Vinson 
last week, and proposes increases in near- 
ly every category of appropriation. 

Among the projects authorized by the 
bill are: 

Expansion of the facilities of the Naval Ra- 
dar School, St. Simons Island, Ga., from 250 
student officers to 500. 

Expansion of aeronautical shore stations 
during the fiscal year 1945 to service the 37,- 
735 planes which will be allocated to the Navy 
during the fiscal year 1945 according to the 
latest directive of the President. 

Expansion of a malarial recuperational fa- 
cility now under construction at Klamath 
Falls, Ore., and construction of a similar fa- 
cility on the east coast. The east coast cen- 
ter is estimated to cost $5,000,000; the expan- 
sion of the Klamath Falls center, $1,500,000, 
Treatment of personnel returned from combat 
areas for malaria requires establishment of 
separate recuperational facilities from those 
occupied by training personnel, the House Na- 
val Affairs Committee has reported to the 
House. 

Construction of 23 chapels at various na- 
val stations. 

Construction of new hospitals and additions 
to existing hospitals, providing 20,100 addi- 
tional beds. 

Expansion of group training facilities, in- 
cluding combat information centers at Nor- 
folk, Newport, Little Creek, Va., Astoria, Ore., 
Whidbey Island, Wash., and San Clemente 
Island,Calif.

Coincident with the introduction of the 
public works bill in the House, Senator 
Walsh, Mass., and Mr. Vinson introduced 
Navy Department bills which would 
authorize appropriations for the Navy 
for additional ordnance manufacturing 
and production facilities, amounting to 
$65,000,000. 

In a letter to the naval 
Under-Secretary of the Navy 
stated that an unobligaied balance of 
$10,000,000 would not be sufficient to 
carry out the present program, and fur- 
ther stated “The principal factors in the 
prospective requirement are equipment 
for the rocket programs, high capacity 
projectiles, and certain confidential proj- 
ects.” In this way he revealed that rocket 
planes, super biock-busting bombs and 
other secret weapons are definitely in the 
ordnance program.

But they fail utterly to see that 
these aerial assaults, by striking at the very core of 
the Nazis’ military might, are slowly winning and 
mercifully shortening the most destructive war in 
history.” 

Omaha World Herald—‘None of us much relishes 
the collateral consequences of the bombing of Ger- 
man war industries as a means of sapping the 
strength of the German military machine. But there 
is an old saying about fighting the devil with fire 
which contains much wisdom. The aerial campaign 
against Germany is warfare as Germany chose to 
conduct it.” 

St. Louis Globe-Democrai—‘“It is useless to argue 
now that war is bad, that it violates the concept of 


the brotherhood of man. 
is nothing good about it. But we

The enemy, who would 
destroy us know but one master—force.” 

Richmond Times Dispatch—“Is there any way to 
be sure of smashing the Nazis, other than the one we 
are using?

get set for our cross-Channel invasion. The failure 
of that critical attack then would become not only 
possible, but probable.” 

St. Louis Star-Times—“The campaign against 
Berlin has net been a happy spectacle for Allied air- 
men, their commanders, or the people at home. No 
civilized nation could gleefully destroy a yzreat city 
and infiiet suffering and hardship on a civilian popu- 
lation. Berlin is being erased because the pace in 
this war was set by Hitler himself.” 

Buffalo News—“It is a mistake, it seems, to think 
that the terrific air raids which leave great areas 
of Berlin seas of flames and wreckage are chiefly 
an effort to destroy the city. True, it may not be 
much of a city when we are done, but the announced 
primary object is the crippling of the Luftwaffe 
before we invade Europe, for if the German air force 
is knocked out, our invasion will be greatly simplified. 
What we are seeing is an air battle to end air battles.” 

New York Times—“If the kind of bombing the 
British and American fliers are doing over Germany 
will shorten the war and diminish the cost of life, 
we believe it is justifiable. If it will not do that, 
we believe it is unjustifiable. From what we know 
of the high commands in Britain and in this country 
we can be confident that they have ordered the kind 
of bombing that is being done because they do be- 








lieve that it will shorten the war and because the 
weight of evidence supports them.” 

New York Herald Tribune—‘Most would prefer to 
reverse the dictum and say that bombing cannot be 
halted short of absolute certainty that it will not 
save a single Allied life or lessen the war’s length by 
a single day. But no argument—not even the areu- 
ment from the enormous sufferings which the Ger- 


mans and the Japanese, who willed the war, have 
inflicted upon mankind—can supply a final answer to 
the problem of evil. Only one thing we know. It is 


that an immense evil has been released upon ihe 
world which can only be fought by those who have 


the will and courage to fight it. Perhaps the prob- 


lem cannot be answered. But the decision can be 


escaped by none.” 


Washington Star—‘At this critical stage of the 
war we must steel ourselves to face the fact that it 
is war. We must look beyond the well-intentioned 
but shortsighted appeals of those who can see the 
suffering of the enemy but cannot forsee the greater 
suffering that their proposal would bring upon us. 
The bombing of the German cities may be a ‘carnival 
of death,’ as the protesting group says, but that is 


also true of the war in its entirety. It is 
desperate, bluody nightmare, in which our bombing 
strategy finds its single justification in the fact that 
it will shorten the duration and insure victory.”

Liquor to Officers’ Club 

The United States Supreme Court held 
this week that liquor shipments consigned 
to military reservations are interstate 
commerce and cannot be controlled by in: 
dividual states. 

The case reached the court by appeal 
from the Oklahoma District Court and 
the Tenth Circuit Court of Appeals in a 
“ase involving confiscation by Oklahoma 
of 225 cases of liquor consigned to the 
Ft. Sill, Okla., Officers’ Club. The state 
contended that the shipment involved 
illegal importation into a dry state. 

Justice Frankfurter dissented from the 
majority opinion stating that his col- 
leagues had in effect aided in “completing 
an outlawed transaction.” 

In the majority opinion it was stated: 


First. Since power to govern Fort Sill 
is in the United States, and since the seized 
liquors were not té be sold, delivered or 
otherwise disposed of in Oklahoma proper, 
as distinguished from Fort Sill, the only 
Oklahoma laws called to our attention which 
could have justified the seizure are those 
which apply to liquor transportation. No 
Oklahoma law purports on its face to prohibit 
or regulate interstate shipments of liquor 
into and through the state to another state, 
or to an area subject to the exclusive juris- 
diction of the United States. And we were 
informed at the bar by Oklahoma’s legal 
representative that no state statute had been 
construed by any state court as applying to 
such through shipments. Oklahoma law does 
make it unlawful “to import, bring, trans- 
port, or cause to be brought or transported 
into the State ... intoxicating liquor... 
without a permit as hereinafter pro- 
vided.” The argument is that the Oklahoma 
legislature intended this statute to apply to 
liquor imported into the Fort Sill Reserva- 
tion because the latter is located within the 
exterior boundaries of Oklahoma. Were this 
statute intended to do no more than provide 
a means whereby the state could protect 
itself from illegal liquor diversions within 
the area which Oklahoma has power to gov- 
ern, the interpretation asked might well be 
an acceptable one. But the statute has no 
such limited purpose. No permit to trans- 
port liquor into Oklahoma can be obtained 
at all except for scientific, mechanical, medi- 
cinal, industrial, or sacramental purposes. 
To construe the state statute in the manner 
urged would be to say that, although Okla- 
homa admittedly has no power directly to 
regulate the liquor traffic on the Reservation, 
the Oklahoma legislature intended practically 
to exclude from the Reservation liquor which 
might be put to legal uses under controlling 
United States laws. Neither the words nor 
the scheme of the statute in question, nor 
any other relevant material pointed out to us, 
indicate that the Oklahoma legislature had 
such a purpose. Had the legislature expressed 
such a purpose, questions would be raised 
which we need not here consider. Consequent- 
ly, we find no justification for the seizure in 
Oklahoma law. 

Second. But it is said that despite the fact 
the seizure was illegal and wholly without 
justification, the consignee could not have 
received the liquors without violating the 
laws of the United States and for that reason 
the District Court should have denied the 
earrier any relief under the “clean hands” 
doctrine. 

We may assume that because of the clean 
hands doctrine a federal court should not, 
in an ordinary case, lend its judicial power 
to a plaintiff who seeks to invoke that power 
for the purpose of consummating a transac- 
tion in clear Violation of law. But this does 
not mean that courts must always permit a 
defendant wrong doer to retain the profits of 
his wrong doing merely because the plaintiff 
himself is possibly guilty of transgressing 
the law in the transactions involved. The 


maxim that he who comes into equity must 
come with clean hands is not applied by 
way of punishment for ‘an unelean litigant 
but “upon considerations that make for the 











advancement of right and justice.” 

As shown by the stipulated facts in this 
record, the circumstances of the liquor ship- 
ment were as follows: Fort Sill had an Offi- 
cers’ Club, which provided among other 
things an officers’ mess, living quarters for 
some Officers, and other customary club fa- 
cilities. Several hundred Officer-members 
gave to the Club Secretary, himself an Officer, 
separate written orders for liquor together 
with money or checks in payment for the 
respective orders. Acting for the Officer-mem- 
bers, the Secretary telephoned from Fort Sill 
to a dealer at East St. Louis, Illinois, and 
ordered the liquors shipped to the Club. The 
dealer delivered the liquors to the respondent- 
earrier under a uniform through bill of lad- 
ing. It was this shipment which the state 
officials seized. Had the shipment not been 
seized it would have arrived at the Club 
for delivery to the several Officers who had 
paid for it. 

If the earrier’s delivery of these liquors on 
the Fort Sill Reservation would violate any 
federal law, federal agencies exist which are 
charged with responsibilities to institute ap- 
propriate proceedings against the carrier in 
federal tribunals. In such proceedings the 
parties would be the United States and the 
carrier, and the issue of violation of federal 
laws would be directly, and not collaterally, 
presented. The complicated federal questions 
involved, concerning various federal statutes 
as well as Army rules and regulations, could 
be answered upon an adequate presentation 
of all factors essential to a right and just 
determination. 

And, similarly, if the several hundred Army 
Officers who ordered and paid for these liqu- 
ors have acted contrary to United States 
Statutes, Army Regulations, or Orders of the 
Post Commandant, it is not to be doubted 
that the Army or some other United States 
agency is capable of determining what course 
shall be pursued, Should the United States 
determine to proceed in the matter it could 
do so at such time and place as least would 
hamper essential military training, and the 
Army Officers would be heard before they 
would be stigmatized as law breakers and 
subjected as such to Army discipline. We 
will not, at this time, and upon this inade- 
quate record, resolve all doubts against the 
lawfulness of their conduct in order to deny 
relief against .a plainly unlawful seizure of 
their property from an interstate carrier 
whose good faith has not been questioned. 


Admirals’ Bill 

An attempt by Chairman Vinson of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs to ob- 
tain approval by the Rules Committee 
for a special order of business for his 
bill to authorize appointment of two 
“Admirals of the Navy” failed yesterday 
in face of opposition by Rules Committee 
Chairman Sabath and other members. 

Mr. Vinson had appeared before the 
committee to obtain a special order for 
the Navy shore establishments bill. At 
the conclusion of his testimony on that 
measure he asked for consideration of 
the Admirals’ bill. However, Mr. Sabath 
replied, “We don’t have this bill before 
us. Suppose we let it go over.” Other 
members concurred and the matter was 
dropped. 

The Rules Committee did report a spe- 
cial order for the public works bill which 








probably will be brought before the 
House next week. 
Gen. Ostrom Assigned 


Brig. Gen. Charles D. Y. Ostrom has 
been assigned to command the Harbor 
Defenses of New York, with Headquar- 
ters at Ft. Hancock, N. J., it was an- 
nounced this week by Lt. Gen. George 
Grunert, Commanding General of the 
Eastern Defense Command. 





Post-War Military Study 


Representative Clifton A. Woodrum of 
Virginia, ranking majority member of 
the Appropriations Committee, is slated 
to be chairman of the post-war committee 
provided for in the Wadsworth resolution, 
Speaker Rayburn announced this week. 

Another member of the 21-man com- 
mittee, Representative Rayburn contin- 
ued, will be the sponsor of the resolution 
authorizing the committee, Representa- 
tive Wadsworth, N. Y., who as chairman 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
in 1920, had a leading part in the draft- 
ing of the National Defense Act, the 
Army’s organic law. 

Mr. Woodrum also has a long record 
of interest in service matters. A life- 
long advocate of strong national defense, 
he told the ARMy AND Navy JourRNAL 
this week that demobilization after the 
war must be carefully planned in order 
to preserve the gains in preparedness 
which have been achieved during the 
war. 

Mr. Woodrum declined to state his 
views on the question of a single Depart- 
ment of Defense, or a separate Depart- 
ment of Aviation or a continuation of 
the present War and Navy Department 
system, stating that he wanted to receive 
the testimony of military experts with a 
perfectly open mind. The same unbias 
must be extended to the matter of a 
peacetime draft, he continued. 

Mr. Woodrum began his fight for pre- 
paredness as early as 1927, when as a 
newcomer to the House, he joined in a 
fight to provide funds for construction 
of three cruisers which President Cool- 
idge opposed. He was acting chairman 
of the deficiency subcommittee which re- 
ported the first big war money bill, the 
S$5-hillion deficiency bill in 1940. He also 
handled the first lend-lease appropriation 
bill. He owns and flies his own airplane. 
He has a son, Maj. Clifton A. Woodrum, 
jr.. USMC, who is now an instructor at 
Quantico, having previously been in ac- 
tion in the Pacific. 

The Wadsworth resolution calls for a 
21-man committee, seven members of 
which would be from the Military Af- 
fairs Committee and seven from the 
Naval Affairs Committee. The other 
seven, including Mr. Woodrum and Mr. 
Wadsworth, would be chosen from among 
Congressmen who are not members of 
either committee. 

In addition to the support of the Speak- 
er and Chairman Sabath of the Rules 
Committee, the Wadsworth resolution is 
endorsed by Majority Leader McCormack 
and Minority Leader Martin. 

Indicating the interest of Minority 
Leader Martin, is the following exchange 
which occurred between House leaders 
on 10 March, only two days after Mr. 
Wadsworth introduced his resolution: 

Mr. Martin: Mr. Speaker, is there a possi- 
bility that the so-called Wadsworth resolu- 
tion will be up next week? 

Mr. McCormack: If it is reported out— 
but as I understand, the distinguished gen- 
tleman from Illinois, the chairman of the 
Committee on Rules, says that there has been 
no hearing on it as yet. 

Mr. Martin: Does the gentleman. from IIli-

Mr. Sabath: If the majority leader will 
permit me to state, yesterday the gentleman 
from New York (Mr. Wadsworth) called on 
me and explained his resolution and the 
new resolution, that is, the amended resolu- 
tion. I informed him that I will endeavor 
to call a meeting of the Committee on Rules 
as speedily as I can. I assured the gentleman 
from New York (Mr. Wadsworth) that we 
will have a meeting shortly and take up the 
resolution that he spoke to me about. 

Mr. McCormack: I assume the gentleman 
from Illinois will inquire of the War and 
Navy Departments as to thelr position on the 
resolution? 

Mr. Sabath: I have sent out a request to 
the Army and the Navy for their viewpoint 
on that resolution. 

Mr, McCormack: I do not know what action 
will take place on that, so I do not want to 
make any commitments at this time as to that 
particular resolution. But what I have an- 
nounced already is, in the main, the program 
for next week. 

As Mr. Wadsworth described _ his 
resolution last week, his committee would 
not frame legislation, leaving that to the 
standing Military and Naval Committees, 
but would, after hearing the military 
high command, make broad recommenda-

Would End Casualty Pay Refund 

Representative Bates, Mass., this week 
introduced H.R. 4405, a bill which pre 
vides that payments of pay and allow- 
ances to widows and dependents of pel- 
sonnel missing in action will not have t¢ 
be refunded by them to the government 
when payments have been made beyond 
the finally and definitely determined date 
of death of the personnel involved.

Maintenance instead of heavy maintenance. 
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Question Need for WASP 


The House Civil Service Investigating 
Committee is considering an inquiry as 
to whether the WASP, the Women’s Air- 
force Service Pilots, program should be 
maintained while many experienced male 
pilots are seeking employment. 

The organization, expanded a year ago 
from the Women’s Auxiliary Ferrying 
Squadron with 23 women pilots, each of 
whom was credited with over 500 hours 
flying time, today numbers, according to 
Mrs. Hazel Taylor, head of WASP public 
relations in the Army Air Forces, about 
1,000 in all, counting the 500 members 
currently in training. By June 30, 1944, 
she states, the number may reach 1,600. 

In a letter to the National Aeronautic 
Association, Richard C. Murray, Aviation 
Commissioner of the Kansas City Cham- 
ber of Commerce, questions the situation 
in which women pilots are accepted after 
training at the AAF Training Command 
School for women pilots at Avenger Field, 
Sweetwater, Texas, with a minimum of 
85 hours in the air regardless of the 
type of aircraft in which this time was 
secured or under what conditions, while 
male pilots holding private, commercial 
and instructor’s certificates are not 
eligible for any of the Army or Navy 
flying services because they do not have 
“time” on aireraft of high horsepower. 

Many of these pilots, he states, who 
cannot meet aviation cadet age require- 
ments could satisfy all the entrance re- 
quirements of these women pilots. 

Comments on the situation have been 
especially noticeable since the Army and 
Navy gave notice of intention to abandon 
the war training service program under 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration. 
This releases about 900 male pilots who 
average 31 years of age and 2,200 hours 
of flying time, and 4,167 instructors. 

The War Department on 16 March an- 
nounced that it is planned to utilize the 
upproximately 5,000 trainees and En- 
listed Reservist instructors formerly in 
the CAA War Training Service. Trainees 
and instructors alike, it was announced, 
have been given their choice of continuing 
in the training program of the AAF as 
aviation cadets, if qualified, by volunteer- 
ing for glider training, if qualified, or by 
volunteering for technical training. In 
addition, instructors have been given the 
opportunity of qualifying for pilot as- 
signments. Special flying tests and phy- 
sical examinations will be given such 
applicants and all instructors who meet 
qualifications will be employed as com- 
missioned officers. 

Among the 615 Enlisted Reservist in- 
structors in the program, 94 have been 
re-employed by the CAA-WTS fh other 
activities, 229 have applied for assign- 
ment to the Air Transport Command, 47 
have been reported by the CAA to the 
AAF for activation or discharge, and the 
final 245 are in process of being reported 
for activation or discharge. 

The Air Transport Command is accept- 
ing CAA-WTS pilots who have 1,000 fly- 
ing hours, 200 of which are in aircraft 
of 200 h.p. or more; six months’ time in 
the Enlisted Reserve ; can pass the Army 
Class 2 physical examination;.can pass 
comprehensive flight tests in basic type 
Army trainer; and successfully complete 
both the course in instrument flying and 
the twin-engine transition course now 
being conducted at various AAF training 
establishments. 

Because the CAA men generally are 
qualified to fly only light planes it will

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be necessary for the AAF to give those 
who meet requirements further instruc- 
tion at Army schools to qualify them for 
their duty with the ATC. Candidates 
meeting all requirements will be eligible 
for service pilot rating, commissions as 
second lieutenants and assignment to 
ferrying activities. 

The WASP program to utilize women 
pilots for non-combat flying assignments, 
the War Department announced, has been 
found to be militarily sound and neces- 
sary. 

Most of the criticism of the training 
program of WASP has been based on the 
lack of need for more pilots and the fact 
that all those receiving such training do 
so at a cost of $6,540 each. 

The WASP, as civilian government em- 
ployees, are assigned to the AAF for 
such duties as ferrying new planes, tow- 
ing targets, courier work and experi- 
mental flying. They receive $150 a month 
during the six-month training course and 
$250 a month while in service. 


Political Material to Army 

The Secretary of War has advised 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenburg that he 
agrees with the Senator’s statement that 
“the War Department must be scrupu- 
lously careful to avoid the official distri- 
bution of partisan or prejudicial material 
te the Army.” 

The letter was in response to the 
charges made by Senator Vandenberg 
that the Army War College had written 
with approbation of an article which he 
said east slurs upon General Douglas 
MacArthur. In presenting the Secre- 
tary’s reply to the Senate, Mr. Vanden- 
berg characterized it as a “thoroughly 
satisfactory letter.” Its text follows: 

Dear Senator Vandenberg: I have your let- 
ter of February 23, calling my attention to the 
Army War College Library Bulletin for Feb- 
ruary 1944, which contains in a list of Ten 
Outstanding Magazine Articles an article en- 
titled “General MacArthur—Fact and Leg- 
end,” by John McCarten, published in the 
American Mercury. 

For some time past it has been the custom 
of the Army War College Library to reprint 
in its Bulletin, as a routine library function, 
this monthly selection ‘of current magazine 
articles by a council of librarians. The 
present head of this council is Dr. Luther H. 
Evans, Chief Assistant Librarian, Library of 
Congress. The list is taken from a poster 
sent out each month by Harper & Brothers 
to public libraries throughout the United 
States, and I enclose a copy of the January 
1944 poster. From this you will note that 
comments reprinted under the title of each 
article in the Library Bulletin for February 
1944 are reproduced exactly from the text 
which appears on the poster. ¢ 

There has been no intent to imply War 
Department approval of these selections. The 
sponsorship by a council of librarians is in- 
dicated as part of the heading. Monthly cir- 
culation of this publication represents fewer 
than 500 copies. 

In order that there may be no opportunity 
for misunderstanding of the War Depart- 
ments’s position, however, I have directed 
that the list be eliminated from future issues 
of the Library Bulletin. I need hardly 
assure you of my complete agreement with 
your statement that “the War Department 
must be scrupulously careful to avoid the 
official distribution of partisan or prejudicial 
material to the Army,” either at this time or 
at any other. 


Naval Hospitals 

An authorization for appropriation of 
$42,071,750 for the construction of new 
naval hospitals and additions to existing 
facilities, to provide 20,100 ddditional 
beds, is contained in a general public 
works authorization bill reported this 
week by the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

In its report on the bill, the commit- 
tee pointed out that upon completion of 
the current fiscal year 1944 program a 
total of 60,000 naval hospital beds will be 
available. The committee continued: 

“Based upon statistics compiled from actual 
occupancy, first 18 months of the war, and 
applied to the personnel, dispersion, peak- 
load requirements, and other factors, known 
for 1945, a total of 80,000 beds in naval hos- 
pitals will be required to meet hospitalization 
needs in that year.” 





Allowances for Children 
The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-38614) that the fact that a 
divorce decree or other court order giv- 
ing custody of a naval officer’s minor 
children to the mother does not provide 
specifically that the officer is required to 
support his children does not, of itself, 
operate to deprive the divorced officer of 
increased rental and subsistence allow- 
ances for an officer with dependents 
(minor children), regardless of the 
jurisdiction in which the decree was is- 
sued, or in which the children are 
domiciled, if it be shown that the officer 
is in fact contributing to their support, 








SS James L. Ackerson Launched 


The Victory Ship James L. Ackerson, 
named for a former naval constructor 
and Shipping Board official, was launched 
by the St. Johns River Shipbuilding 
Company, at Jacksonville, Fla., 29 Feb., 
with Mrs. James Lee Ackerson, widow of 
Captain Ackerson, as sponsor. 

Captain Ackerson was graduated from 
the U. S. Naval Academy in 1901 and was 
appointed in the Construction Corps. 
After completing a course in naval archi- 
tecture at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in 1906, he was assigned to 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. Later he served 
in the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and during the World War was 
loaned to the Shipping Board as con- 
sultant on technical matters. 

After the war, Captain Ackerson re- 
signed his captain’s commission to enter 
the employ of the Winchester Arms Com- 
pany, but soon returned to the shipbuild- 
ing industry to head the activities of W. 
Averill Harriman. After spending a year 
in South America, he was placed in 
charge of Merritt-Chapman and Scott, 
salvage and construction company, and in 
1927 was sent to Ohio to reorganize the 
Marion Steam Shovel Company. In 1930 
he returned to the Shipping Board and 
was director of its bureau of construc- 
tion until his death the following year. 


Rear Adm. Charles S. Sperry 


The launching of a new destroyer 
named in honor of the late Rear Adm. 
Charles 8. Sperry inspired Mr. Robert H. 
Patchin, vice president of the Grace 
Lines, to recall an almost forgotten chap- 
ter in history. The destroyer was launched 
at the Federal Shipbuilding Co. yard, 
Kearny, N. J., 13 March, being spon- 
sored by Admiral Sperry’s granddaugh- 
ter, Miss Margaret Sperry, of Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Patchin, in a letter to the Wash- 
ington Post, wrote: 

Admiral Sperry was commander in chief of 
the Atlantic Battleship Fleet on the greater 
part of its cruise around the world (Decem- 
ber, 1907-February, 1909). 

This cruise had a profound diplomatic pur- 
pose and effect. In 1906-1907 Japan, flushed 
with recent victory over Russia, took violent 
exception to certain anti-Japanese school and 
land legislation in California and to the agi- 
tation for Federal restriction of Japanese 
immigration. Relations became acute. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt exerted his influence to modify 
the California attitude and Secretary of State 
Elihu Root arranged a gentlemen's agree- 
ment whereby Japan voluntarily restricted 
emigration of its laboring class to the United 
States. 

Buf having thus conciliated the situation, 
President Roosevelt, in the summer of 1907, 
ordered the newly organized Atlantic Fleet 
of 16 battleships to the Pacific via the Straits 
of Magellan. T. R.’s purpose was to show the 
Japanese that the square deal he had given 
them and his quieting of the anti-Japanese 
agitation was not prompted by fear or weak- 
ness. 

On its cruise around the world the fleet 
demonstrated qualities of a high order far 
from its domestic bases. Rear Admiral Robley 
D. Evans, commander in chief, was obliged 
to haul down his flag in San Francisco on 
account of illness. He was succeeded for two 
months by Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas, 
whereupon Rear Admiral Sperry became 
commander in chief and brought the fleet 
home. He was a brilliant officer and headed 
the Naval War College. 

The fleet’s course in the Pacific followed 
the lines of communication which the United 
States is now fighting to protect or restore. 
Under Admiral Sperry the fleet gained, dur- 
ing the voyage, in engineering and gunnery 
efficiency, and made a tremendous impression 
on all Pacific peoples and upon Europe. Its 
arrival relieved the anxiety of the Austral- 
ians and New Zealanders acutely fearful of 
possible Japanese encroachment. 

Admiral Sperry’s addresses at the various 
ports of call expounded the mutual interests 
of the British Empire and the United States 
and the vital importance to them of the 
lines of communication the fleet was follow- 
ing. Having observed at close ranke the ef- 
fect of this voyage in the Pacific, I am con- 
vinced it quieted jingoism in Japan and avert- 
ed the possibility of war then and for long 
thereafter. 

The high point of the cruise came when 
Admiral Sperry, his flag officers and captains 
were received by the Mikado and Admiral 
Sperry expressed a hope for continued peace- 
ful and prosperous relations with Japan. 
His fleet of 16 battleships lay in nearby Yo- 
kohama Harbor. After this the fleet returned 
to the United States and Admiral Sperry died 
within the year, ending a career during which 
he never ceased to advocate the adequate de- 
velopment of American sea power on lines 
advocated by Mahan in which naval fighting 
strength should always be balanced by an 
adequate merchant shipping.

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Use of Army Manpower 


It is contrary to policy to permit an 
eplisted man under age 38 and physically 
qualified for general service to remain 
at a fixed installation or activity of the 
zone of the interior more than one year, 
unless he shall have had honorable 
service overseas, the War Department 
has announced. 

The list of defects which disqualify 
for overseas duty set forth in War De- 
partment Circular No. 293, of 11 Nov. 
1943, have been modified to permit as- 
signment overseas of personnel who have 
lost one eye. 

At the same time, the department 
stated that instructions to discharge 
men who cannot perform a reasonable 
day’s work can be modified in the case 
of combat wounded enlisted men who are 
qualified for limited duty only as a re- 
sult of their wounds. Such men may be 
discharged at their own request. 

In a further instruction designed to 
assist maximum utilization of the 
Army’s manpower, it was ordered that, 
when a defect which requires special 
consideration in assignment or disquali- 
fies for overseas service is discovered 
at a medical installation, the medical 
officer will transmit to the man’s unit 
commander information necessary to 
permit proper reclassification and reas- 
signment. Similar information will be 
transmitted when the medical officers de- 
termine that a defect has been corrected 
or materially improved. Upon receipt 
of such information, the commander will 
take appropriate action to correct previ- 
ous entries on qualification cards and 
service records.

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Political Surveys in Army 


The Secretary of War informed Sen- 
ator Green, (Dem. of Ore.) this week that 
an investigation has revealed that there 
has been no violation of the Army orders 
prohibiting the conducting of polls or 
“straw votes” among military personnel 
in England.

The 
Secretary of War’s letter follows:

“As ml were previously informed, the al- 
leged poll of soldier voting sentiment has 
been under investigation A Commanding 
General of the European eater of Opera- 
tions. The report of investigation has just 
been reviewed in the War Department. 

“T find that although the investigation was 
most Seoonaney conducted and extended into 
all organizations in the Theater, no violations 
of the governing War Department instruc- 
tions were found. As you perhaps know, the 
gegeteens of the pertinent Circular read as 
‘ollows: 

“*Polls, ballots, or “straw votes” on opin- 
ion research, other than those which have 
been authorized by the War Department, will 
not be permitted among the members of the 
Army of the United States.’ 

Evidence was found, however, that a sur- 
vey of soldiers’ voting sentiment was con- 
ducted by a civilian agency among enlisted 
men on leave in London in September 13,

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Congress Honors Navy Chiefs 


The House of Representatives this 
week unanimously voted to present a 
Distinguished Service Medal to Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz “in the name of Con- 
gress” after hearing several members 
eulogize the services of the Pacific Fleet 
commander. 

The bill authorizing the presentation 
was sponsored by Chairman Vinson of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee who 
also has a bill pending to confer a similar 
decoration in Congress’ name on Admiral 
Royal BE. Ingersoll, commander in chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet. 

Mr. Vinson called attention to the fact 
that Admiral Nimitz received a DSM in 
1942, but not in the name of Congress. 

Urging passage of the bill, Mr. Vinson 
told the House: 

“Under the successful direction and 
leadership of Admiral Nimitz, the Ameri- 
can Navy has come a long way since 
Pearl Harbor, and under his continued 
leadership we can look forward to still 
more glorious victories and the ultimate 
annihilation of the Japanese Navy.” 

Representative Fish, N. Y., asked Mr. 
Vinson if he would object to his introduc- 
ing a bill for General MacArthur. Mr. 
Vinson replied that he would not object.. 
“If there is any distinguished officer who, 
the gentleman feels, had earned the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, and if Con- 
gress thinks so, the medal should be given 
to him in the name of Congress,” he said. 
“Tf I were a member of the Committee on 
Military Affairs I would have a similar 
bill here.” 

Representative Andrews, N. Y., stated: 
“The question of to whom medals are to 
be awarded should rest with the military 
and not with the Congress. I have the 
highest regard, as has everyone for <Ad- 
miral Nimitz, but if we start in the medal 
business here with one man it will never 
stop, and it might well be left entirely to 
the military, to the Army and Navy, as to 
whom these medals are to be awarded.”

ONTRIBUTING mightily to the powerful blows the United States’ sea and am- 

phibious forces have been delivering against Japan’s bases in the Central Pa- 
cific is the efficient train our Navy has built to extend its range and striking power. 
This vital force, composed of tankers, ammunition ships, cargo and supply vessels of 
all types meets the combatant ships far from their home bases and transfers to them 
the fuel oil, ammunition and supplies that enable them to go on and do greater dam- 
age to the enemy. The unglamorous nature of its duties does not draw the spotlight 
of publicity to this component of the fighting forces of the sea. As necessary as their 
work is to victory, the men of the train do not have the thrill of striking the enemy 
directly, yet they are a much sought after target for hostile aircraft, surface and 
submarine vessels who know that to cripple the train is to deal a body blow to the 
combat fleet. Because of our long standing shortage of naval bases, the United States 


Navy has been built up over the years as the “Blue Water Navy,” that is, it is de- | 


signed to be self sustaining over longer cruising distances than is required by those 
fleets enjoying the facilities of a world-wide chain of well equipped bases. In order 
to extend that range over the vast reaches of the Pacific we develop the train and 
its specialized vessels. A striking example of the effectiveness of this system was 
given a few weeks ago when, after our task force had struck at Truk, a number of 
carrier groups detached themselves from the rest of the force, met the train at a pre- 
determined rendezvous, took on fuel and supplies and continued on to smash at Saipan. 
This instance demonstrates effectively the added reach which the train gives to our 
sea arm. As that arm delivers blows closer and closer to the homeland of the Jap em- 
pire the train will continue to pass the ammunition on its way to Tokyo. 


HERE is need for Congress and’'the War Department to examine more closely, 

with a view to bettering the rights and benefits inuring to those officers of the 
Army of the United States who were commissioned from the enlisted ranks of the 
Regular Army. In many important respects they were forgotten, or by-passed, when 
safeguards and benefits were being set up. For those who are looking forward to their 
future in the permanent Regular Army this disparity is particularly depressive. Com- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army continue to be promoted in their regular perma- 
nent grades, even though their temporary war rank is much higher, so that when the 
war is over they will not return to the position they held before the war but to a rank 
comparable to that they would have held had there been no war. But this is not true 
of the former enlisted man now serving his country as a commissioned officer. When 
the war is over the only right he has is to return to the permanent enlisted grade he 
held prior to the granting of his temporary commission. No provision has been made 
for the advancement of his permanent grade. Likewise, if he should retire (except 
for disability incurred in the line of duty), his only right is to retirement as an enlisted 
man with enlisted pay. He is not entitled, as are his counterparts in World War I, to 
be retired in his highest rank and the pay of a warrant officer. Even if he should be 
disabled, his rights are considerably less than those of other categories of officers. 
In the case of the former enlisted man, a board not only determines if his disability 
is in line of duty, but must also determine if it had its origin while he was serving as 
an officer or while he was serving as an enlisted man. Even if it should be deter- 
mined that the disability is due to his service as an officer, the retired pay which he 
will receive will be based solely on his relatively short service as an officer and he will 
not be able to include in its computation the many years he served his country as 
an enlisted man. If his disability is attributed to his enlisted service he will not be 
permitted to retire unless he has had 20 years’ service, in which case he is discharged 
as an officer, reenlisted and permitted to retire in his former enlisted grade. If he had 
less than 20 years’ service he is discharged and must look to the Veterans Adminis- 
tration for a pension. Senator Johnson of Colorado has an amendment to correct this 
retirement anomaly, which Congress should enact promptly. We urge the War and 


Navy Departments to get together on a program to improve the lot of this fine group |

Cc. W. T.—To be eligible for the American 
Defense Service Ribbon one need only to have 
been, ordered to active duty for a period of 
12 months or more between the dates 8 Sept. 
1939 and 7 Dec. 1941, both dates inclusive. The 
full 12 months need not be served between 
those dates. 

R. D.—The warrant officer eligible list is 
being maintained for the duration of the war. 
For your current standing in your specialty 
you should write through channels to the 
AGO. No guess can be made as the rate with 
which appointments will be made from the 
lists. The bill pending in Congress does not 
allow double time for foreign service ; it mere- 
ly provides that those who were credited with 
double time toward retirement (a group en- 
listed prior to 1912) shall receive maximum 
retired pay of grade. As for extension of the 
five-year level premium in the event the war 
is not ended when the first five years are up, 
no one can prophesy what action Congress 
will take. However, similar insurance issued 
in World War I was repeatedly extended. 

G. M. and R. C. W.—It is our belief the man 
who reported for duty on 1 Dec. 1941, but was 
transferred to the Enlisted Reserve Corps on 
1 Nov. 1942, is entitled to the American De- 
fense Service Ribbon inasmuch as he reported 
between 8 Sept. 1939 and 7 Dec. 1941 for a 12- 
month period of active service. A_ staff ser- 
geant since 1 Jan. 1942 who married 1 Jan. 
1944 is not entitled to quarters allowance but 
must take family allowance ‘since he was not 
on 1 Nov. 1943 receiving or entitled to quar 
ters allowance. Similarly the man, now a staff 
sergeant, who was married prior to 1 Nov. 
1943 would already have a family allowance 
in effect. 

J. T. W.—Warrant officers can be assigned 
as officer of the day and officer of the guard. 
The Journal’s statement that they could not 
so serve was not recent, but was prior to is- 
suance of Circular 164 and 215 of 1943. 

P. B. J.—If you are holding the grade of 
master sergeant (temporary or permanent) at 
time you apply for retirement after 30 years 
service, you will retire in that grade with pay 
of that grade.

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Foreign Affairs—To facilitate the impending invasion of Western Europe, Secretary 
Hull has been making moves on the world checkerboard directed particularly towards 
nations with which we maintain diplomatic relations or which are within our sphere 
of influence, and which are strategically situated. The states in Europe that especially 
are the object of his concern are.Finland, Spain, Turkey and Eire, and in South 
America, Argentina, Paraguay, Bolivia and Chile. To Finland he reiterated this 
week the danger of her continuance in the war as a German ally, and the advantages 
which would accrue to her from withdrawal at this time ; and the President also urged 
her to separate from Germany. The oil embargo laid against Spain last month 
has been continued and will continue, until that country ceases its policy 
of pro-belligerency in favor of Hitler. When Turkey shows by acts the determina- 
tion to carry out the promises made at the Cairo conference, we will resume Lend- 
Lease shipments and Britain will forward additional munitions. Only dismissal by 
President de Valera of German and Japanese diplomatic and consular agents and 
their spies, will terminate the Anglo-American restrictions being applied to Hire. Dis- 
turbing as is the attitude of the revolutionary government of Argentina, and the recog- 
nition accorded to it by Chile, Paraguay and Bolivia, United Nations’ interests demand 
that Buenos Aires shall act in accordance with the high interests of Pan-America, and 
until this occurs we will withhold recognition of the Farrell administration in power. 

It is important to note that the several activities in Europe are in accord with the 
decision of the United States, Great Britain and Russia, and thus evidence a degree 
of harmony which is reassuring in the light of the many points of friction between 
them. Both Russia and Great Britain, which are at war with Finland are hopeful that 
as a result of the representations of the United States and the mediation of Sweden, 
that country eventually will realize that its true interests justify substantial com- 
pliance with Moscow’s demands. The serious problem which the Finnish Government 
must solve if peace is to result from the negotiations, relates to the disposition to be 
made of the German troops cooperating with its Army. Russia has expressed a willing- 
ness to aid in the internment of those troops, and has pledged to withdraw from Fin- 
nish territory when this has been accomplished. But the Finns are suspicious of their 
enemy, and, moreover, realize from the grim statements made to them by Hitler that 
the German forces would resist, and instead of the war being kept outside of Finnish 
boundaries, the country would be ravished by it. Thus, instead of securing peace, the 
course of Germany would mean merely continuance of hostilities. Only the fact that 
the Russian terms now are comparatively moderate, whereas they would be harsh once 
the Republic is conquered, justifies the Finns in prolonging the negotiations in the hope 
of finding some way of escape from the dilemma in which they are placed. 

The Spanish Government is manifesting a disposition to return to true neutrality, 
but until it does so, the United Nations will continue to apply what are in effect sanc- 
tions. Not only does Spain furnish raw materials to Germany which are helping it 
in the prosecution of the war, but like other neutrals, it is the scene of German eco- 
nomic, financial and espionage activities. Portugal, too, is being watched carefully, 
but that country, in alliance with Britain and with blood relations with Brazil, is 
pursuing a far more satisfactory course than its Iberian neighbor. Because of the 
effect upon South America, and also because Spanish diplomats can transmit informa- 
tion from that continent to Madrid and thence to Berlin, the United Nations feel that 
General Franco must be induced to adopt a policy which at least will balance between 
the two sides. p 

The pressure being applied to Lire to oust the German and Japanese agents, is 
the natural consequence of the approach of the time when the Anglo-American forces 
will establish the second front. To prevent news of our movements reaching the enemy 
and to save American and British life, the President and Prime Minister Churchill de- 
termined that measures were necessary to stop enemy espionage at the source, in this 
case Dublin. In accordance with this decision, our Government approached the de Valera 
Government and urged that it act more in accord with its own interests as well as those 
of the United States. As was expected, our representatives were rejected, and likewise 
the accompanying representations of London. Thereupon, the Maritime Commission re- 
fused to sell two Liberty ships to the Irish Government, a refusal justified by Eire’s 
failure to protest to Berlin against the sinking of two American transferred merchant- 
men flying the Irish Flag, and Mr. Churchill announced that as a “first step” to obtain 
effective security for forthcoming military operations, restrictions had been placed 
on travel from Hire, which are designed “to isolate Great Britain from southern Ire- 
land, and also to isolate southern Ireland from the rest of the world during the critical 
period which now is approaching.” Dublin interprets the American action and the 
Churchill announcement as threatening the establishment of an economic blockade of 
the country. Such action would seem to be necessary in view of reports that members 
of the Irish Republican Army, who are bitterly anti-British, have been caught with 
documents in their possession containing details regarding American forces in Ulster, 
and the plans for their future movements. As the German Legation and Japanese con- 
sulate in Dublin have free use of the radio, it is of easy inference that all military in- 
formation gathered is instantly relayed to Berlin and Tokyo. In the light of these cir- 
cumstances, it is hoped President de Valera will comply with our wishes. Should he 
continue obdurate there will be left nothing for the United States and Great Britain 
to do from a military viewpoint than to apply sanctions which would cut all communi- 
cation of Hire with the outside world. As this would add to the distress of that peo- 
ple, it would be regrettable, but the President and Mr. Hull hold the paramount inter- 
est of the United Nations in connection with the prosecution of the war, and the pro- 
tection of the lives of our troops and ships, permit no other course to be adopted. 

On the ground that the Administration is scrapping the President’s Good Neigh- 
bor policy, some criticism has arisen as to the course being pursued toward the revo- 
lutionary governments which have succeeded each other in Argentina. It is argued 
that that policy required non-intervention in the domestic affairs of a Pan-American 
Republic, and that we are violating it by interfering with the right of the Argentine 
people to have whatever government they wish. The same argument could be made 
because of our refusal to enter into relations with the revolutionary Government of 
Bolivia. In the case of the latter, all Pan-America declined to recognize the Junta that 
seized power, and it is claimed this was proper because the Argentine Government 
promoted the revolution. With respect to the latter, the suspicion exists that we are 
endeavoring to overthrow General Farrell, though we had recognized General Ramirez, 
and thus is justified the recognition Paraguay and Chile have accorded to his author- 
ity. To use the word of Secretary Hull, we are refraining from entering into relations 
with the new regime “pending developments.” As in every other country where revolu- 
tion triumphs, our immediate concern is the matter of the stability of the regime, and 
the protection of American life and property, and in the case of Argentina observance 
of the pledges of inter-American unity made at Rio de Janeiro, Havana and Lima. 
More than this, Secretary Hull has said that in our relations with any country, support 
to the prosecution of the war is the single uppermost point in our policy. What he is 
doing in Europe and South America is in line with this declaration. 

The plea of Pope Pius XII that Rome be spared from being made a battle zone 
fell on sympathetic ears in Washington. Statements issued by the President and Sec- 
retary Hull promise that the Allied military authorities will seek to avoid as much as 
possible damaging religious shrines and historic structures in that city, but place re- 
sponsibility for what has and what might occur upon the German military forces. So 








long as the Germans occupy Rome and use it for military purposes, we are forced by 
military necessity to bomb it. 

What our enemy should do would be to declare Rome an “open city,” as Genera] 
MacArthur vainly porclaimed Manila, and to evacuate it, in which case our bombers 
and guns would not attack. The idea of so regarding Rome has been conveyed to the 
Papal authorities, but the Germans are showing no disposition to accept it. As long 
as they use the city as a military base, Generals Alexander and Clark are compelled 
to act against military objectives, protecting as far as possible the shrines and his- 
toric edifices throughout the city. The Vatican, of course, will not be harmed. 

Following the satisfactory explanation of the President’s remark that one-third 
of the Italian Navy “or its equivalent” would be turned over to Russia, Marshal Stalin 
gave diplomatic recognition to the Government of Premier Badoglio and his King. 
The State Department learned of this intention in advance. It was a step beyond the 
recognition the United States and Great Britain had given to*that Government, for, 
when accepting it as a co-belligerent we made the reservation that after the war the 
Italian people should determine upon the kind of Government and its personnel they 
preferred. Stalin’s action was in accord with the course he pursued with respect to 
the French Committee on National Liberation and which was beyond our recognition 
of that committee as the administrator of the French Empire outside of France. It 
may be that Stalin, looking far into the future, is endeavoring to insure friends who 
will support Russia, and this is a matter of concern to Britain. The Reds in Italy 
are described as sharply critical of the Marshal’s decision to enter into permanent 
relations with Badoglio and the King, but it may be the Soviet leader, more farseeing, 
believes that by being on the inside with the Badoglio and de Gaulle authorities, the 
communist cause may be promoted. Secretary Hull suggested that other diplomatic 
incidents of a like character may be in prospect, which would indicate an expectation 
that Russia will move more swiftly than Great Britain and the United States in ree- 
ognizing governments in the Balkan States once they have surrendered. 

A number of conferences is impending between the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. Preceded by a general survey to be made in London by Under Secretary of State 
Stettinius and Foreign Minister Eden, they will cover such post-war matters as trade, 
finance, shipping, aviation and oil. The Senate is watching these negotiations with 
close attention, and expects the agreements to emerge from them to be submitted to 
it for ratification. A proposal was made that the Senate should ratify all agreements 
by a majority vote, but the Judiciary Committee decided that there should be no re- 
laxation of the Constitutional] requirement of ratification by a two-thirds majority. 
In connection with oil, the Senate has appointed a 11 member committee to investigate 
domestic and foreign resources, including the proposed Ickes pipe line across Arabia, 
and to recommend a world policy. Regarding aviation, the British, Canadian, Austral- 


ian and New Zealand Governments favor an international convention to be adminis- 
tered by an international air authority, suppression of uneconomic competition, regu- 
lation of service and rates, and control of subsidies. The United States does not favor 


such extensive authority by the proposed international organization. Because of our 
air power and construction capacity, it is recognized that we are in a superior air po- 
sition, but on the other hand we have not the bases overseas which Britain possesses. 
The impending aviation conference is expected to adjust the different viewpoints of 
the several governments, and in the end an arrangement will be reached under which 
their respective interests to a considerable extent will be safeguarded. 


Marine Corps—aA selection board convened at Marine Corps Headquarters this week 
to review the records of approximately 400 Marine Reserve aviators who have 
applied for commissions in the Regular Marine Corps. Not more than 200 aviators 
are to be selected for appointment. 

A new combined lineal list of all officers and warrant officers, regular, reserve 
and retired, on active duty in the Marine Corps, has been issued by headquarters. 
The book contains an alphabetical index. Shown for each officer are his name, file 
number, status as regular, reserve or retired officer, specialties, permanent rank 
and date thereof, temporary rank and date thereof and number in grade. 

The Quantico Marine Pistol Team recently added to its string of victories a 
win over the pistol teams of the Military and Naval Academies. And at Charlotte, 
N. C., the Quantico hand gun-men broke four of the existing world’s records on 
the course. Of the 63 medals awarded, the Quantico Marines won 40 and copped 
all of the trophies. Warrant Officer C. A. Brown is coach. The team is composed 
mainly of former Marines who have re-joined the corps.

Air Forces—The promotion from brigadier general to major general of Curtis 
BE. Lemay, the commander of an 8th Air Force bomber division, was annoupced 10 
March. General Lemay, at 37, is one of the youngest major generals in thé Army 
and one of the pioneers in developing the daylight precision bombing being carried 
out over Germany. 

The Lightning P-38 long-range fighter, stripped of guns and equipped with 
cameras, has become one of the “eyes” of the AAF in its new role as the F-5 recon- 
naissance plane. Appearing essentially the same as the Lockheed Lightning fighter 
the F-5 is, however, strictly an unarmed aircraft whose sole function is to make 
successful combat possible by doing aerial photographic mapping. 

Development of the F-5 started late in 1941 at the Materiel Command Photo- 
graphic Laboratories, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. The P-38 was chosen for this 
use because of its tremendous speed, getaway and range. The conversion required 
no structural changes. Guns and firing mechanisms weighing about 900 pounds 
were removed and cameras and equipment weighing about 500 pounds were installed. 
This weight saving increased speed and range. Ideal altitudes for the F-5 range 
between 20,000 and 36,000 feet. 

The 8th Air Force Service Command in England has inaugurated a special 
trans-Atlantic freight line to supplement regular shipments of high-priority freight. 
The first flight of the new service was made 12 Feb., when a CB-24, a converted 
B-24 heavy bomber, took off from Newark, N. J.. Army Air Field, Headquarters 
of the Atlantic Overseas Air Service Command, and arrived in the United Kingdom 
in about three and a half days. The plane carried 6,000 pounds, of urgently needed 
AAF materiel. . 

Lt. Col. Orie W. Coyle, chief of operations for an Air Transport group of the 
8th Air Force Service Command, was in charge of the initial flight. In addition 
to Colonel Coyle, others who made the first flight were:

Bureau of Aeronauties—The Secretary of the Navy revealed this week that air 
groups from Navy carriers are destroying Japanese aircraft at the rate of more than 
13 to one in the current Central Pacific offensive. This is accomplished in many cases 
by surprising the enemy with tremendous power and pinning down many of his planes 
on the ground. 

Enemy war plane losses in the major actions since our carrier task forces began 
operations in the Central Pacific area last November total more than 600. Forty-five 
Navy planes have been lost in combat in these engagements. This stepped-up ratio cov- 
ers the pre-invasion and invasion air blows on the Gilbert and Marshall Islands and 
the attacks on Truk and the Marianas. 

Of the total of 600 enemy planes destroyed, 253, or nearly 40 per cent, were caught 
on the ground and bombed or strafed before they had a chance to get into the air. 
During the 22 Feb. strike on Saipan a reinforcement of 15 twin-engine torpedo and 
approximately 30 Zeros were caught in this way and destroyed. Altogether 87 Japanese 
aircraft were destroyed on the ground at Saipan. At Truk 74 planes were wiped out 
on the ground and in the Gilberts’ and Marshalls’ campaigns at least 92 were de- 
stroyed in this manner. 

Rear Adm. G. D. Murray, USN, Chief of Naval Air Training, held his first con- 
ference with the chiefs of the naval air primary, intermediate and operational train- 
ing commands 1 March at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla. Rear Adm. A. C. 
McFall, USN, heads the operational training command with headquarters in Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Rear Adm. C. P. Mason, USN, the intermediate program, with headqnar- 
ters at Corpus Christi, and Rear Adm.

The Navy’s first field for_training landplane pilots recently had its anniversary 
at Pensacola, Fla., Chevalier Field, called Station Field until 1937, was the direct re- 
sult of a Navy Department policy, formed during the training program of 1917-18, to 
train naval aviators in landplanes as well as in seaplanes for work with the fieet.

The statements were made in a report of an investigation at the 
plant by the House Naval Subcommittee on Aviation, which he heads. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Members of the Supply Department of one of the 
Navy’s small supply ships in the Southwest Pacific believe they hold the highest per 
capita award of the Order of the Purple Heart of any ship’s department in the 
Navy. Rear Adm. William Brent Young, (SC) USN, Chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts and Paymaster General of the Navy, announced recently that 
five out of the Department’s six members have received the award as the result of 
wounds sustained at their battle stations during fleet actions in various areas of the 
Pacific. Lt. B. W. Bellamy, (SC) USNR; J. R. Keith, jr., Storekeeper, Second 
Class, and R. C. Singer, Storekeeper, Third Class, earned their awards in the 
Southwest Pacific. C. L. Peverada, Storekeeper, First Class, got his Purple Heart 
award in the South Pacific, while W. W. Arnold, Storekeeper, First Class, won his 
at Pearl Harbor. The sixth member—R. V. Romans, Acting Pay Clerk—has been 
in many engagements but remains unscathed.

New Weapons of Warfare—The first details of the recently reported use of airborne 
rockets by Marine Corps torpedo planes are given in an account of the action, at Ra- 
baul, by 8S. Sgt. Dan Bailey, Marine Corps combat correspondent. 

Maj. Alben C. Robertson and his Marine torpedo plane squadron made the first 
attack of this kind, their planes being equipped for firing the missiles from mechan- 
isms on both wings. 1st Lt. Ray T. Lemmons, one of the flyers in the squadron, told of 
releasing his rockets against a Japanese cargo ship and following with two direct bomb 
hits. 

He stated that some rockets exploded in the water a few feet short of the 450-foot 
ship in Rabaul harbor while other rockets and bombs made a direct hit, throwing up a 
high column of smoke. 

A new combat vehicle was revealed by the War Department this week. Desig- 
nated the “Armored Car, M8, 6 x 6,” by the Army’s Ordnance Department, the new 
weapon combined the speed and maneuverability of an automobile, with the punch 
and armored protection of a light tank. The six-wheeled, eight-ton armored car is 
capable of attaining high speed over virtually any type terrafn and has good grade- 
climbing qualities. 

Presenting a protective low silhouette roughly similar in appearance to a turtle’s 
back, the car mounts a 37 mm. cannon and a .50 calibre machine gun in a manually 
operated, 360-degree traversable turret. The M8, intended principally for use as a 
combat reconnaissance vehicle, differs from previous cars of this type in that it 
has a prefabricated armored “hull” which is a self-constituted frame. Earlier recon- 
naissance cars have bodies of armor plate mounted on truck chassis. 

The armored car normally carries a crew of four, all protected by the armor 
plate. Driver and co-driver have protected vision through stedl-shuttered openings, 
and through indirect vision devices known as protectoscopes. Many thousands of 
the vehicles have been produced and are in operation by Army troops in the United 
States and overseas, the announcement disclosed. 


Army JAGD—Col. Edward H. Young, Commandant of The J udge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s School, Ann Arbor, Mich., received the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws from 
the University of Miami, Miami, Fla., on 25 Feb. 

The citation adverted to Colonel Young’s contributions to the field of legal litera- 
ture and laid stress on his accomplishments as head of the school since its activation 
over two years ago. 


Bureau of Ships—The submarine Blackfin was launched 12 March at the yards 
of the Electric Boat Co., Groton, Conn. The new vessel, the fifth launched by this 
comapny this year, was sponsored by Mrs. Charles A. Lockwood, wife of Vice 
Admiral Lockwood, commander of submarines in the Pacific. 

The destroyer escort Upham, christened in honor of the late Rear Adm. Frank 
Brooks Upham, was launched 9 March at the Charleston, 8. C., Navy Yard. Mrs. 


Mabel Upham, widow of Admiral Upham, sponsored the vessel. 

At the Bethlehem Steel Shipyards, San Francisco, Calif., the destroyer escort 
Paul G. Baker was launched 12 March. The sponsor of the vessel was Mrs. Katherine 
E. Baker, widow of the Navy flyer for whom it was christened. 


Cavalry—Horse Cavalry troops with speed and daring are carrying out vital 
reconnaissance missions in the rugged mountains of central Italy, penetrating ravines 
and reaching precipitous mountain peaks inaccessible to mechanized troops, a e¢om- 
mander of a reconnaissance troop with the 3rd Infantry Division on the Italian front 
has reported to the War Department. 

“Taking advantage of their mobility,” a War Department press release States 
“horse troops move noiselessly cross-country night and day locating and reporting 
enemy positions. They gain information of unmapped trails and roads which the 
Infantry uses in moving up to surround and capture objectives. Horse troops, veterans 
of the Sicilian campaign, landed in Italy in September. A troop, which was ordered 
to the right flank of the 3rd Division where the only road through the mountains Was 
directly under enemy observation, moved cross-country and located and reported 
ne positions. Infantry troops then moved in and captured strategic points along 
the road. 

“On another occasion, while working with a mechanized reconnaissance unit, this 
troops pushed through heavy brush and across streams impassable to vehicles, to 
destroy an enemy foot patrol and an outpost of four men. The agility of horse 
Cavalry units was demonstrated when one found itself surrounded by Germans on 
three sides. It launched a surprise attack, killed about 30 Germans, captured 20 more 
and drove the remainder from their positions. Only one man and one horse were 
lost by the Americans.”

New Guinea: Hollandia: Our night air pa- 
trols damaged a small cargo vessel and two 
barges. 

Wewak: Our escorted heavy and medium 
bombers and attack Wombers at mid-day 
dropped 120 tons of explosives on Boram air- 
drome and supply and dispersal areas, caus- 
ing widespread destruction. Gun positions 
were silenced and fuel dumps ignited and 
several parked planes were destroyed, Enemy 
fighters strongly intercepted, losing twenty- 
six shot down and an additional six probably 
destroyed. Two of our planes failed to return, 
and others were damaged. 

Our medium units attacked Hansa Bay. Air 
patrols strafed two coastal vessels at Karua 
sagoon and damaged buildings on Manam 

sland. 

Madang coast: Our air patrols attacked 
coastal targets of opportunity, damaged a 
small craft at Bagabag Island and destroyed 
buildings at Karkar Island. In the Ramu 
Valley our attack planes bombed enemy in- 
stallations at Atemble. 

Feni Island: Our light naval units at night 
destroyed an enemy barge. 

Bougainville: Our medium torpedo and dive- 
bombers attacked enemy positions northeast 
of the Torokina. perimeter with seventy-five 
tons of bombs. 

Our naval units bombarded the area in sup- 
port. Enemy artillery shelNed our positions. 

Our air and rfaval patrols attacked coastal 
targets to the south, enemy positions in the 
Shortland Islands and barges off the north- 
east coast. 

14 March 

Northeastern Sector: Admiralty Islands: 
Our troops, supported by artillery and naval 
bombardment, have landed on Hauwei and 
Butjo Luo Islands. Our light naval units sank 
three enemy barges. Our medium air units 
attacked enemy lines of communication near 
Lorengau. 





New Ireland: Our light naval and air pa- 





trols from Solomons bases bombed Kavieng 
and Namatanai and destroyed six small craft 
west of Cape St. George. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Solomons - based 
bombers in all categories dropped 117 tons 
of explosives in attacks on the township, 
Vunapope airdrome and harbor craft. Many 
buildings were demolished and a per. supply 
dump and motor park were severely damaged. 
Numerous fires and explosions were observed. 
At least six barges were destroyed in the 
area. There was no interception. 

To the south, off Warangoi, our light naval 
and air patrols sank or damaged three barges 
and two coastal vessels. 

Jacquinot Bay: Our medium units at dusk 
attacked enemy bivouac areas with seventeen 
tons of bombs. 

New Guinea: Wewak: Our escorted heavy, 
medium and attack bombers at mid-day struck 
the Boram airdrome and installations, drop- 
ping 112 tons of explosives. Many gun posi- 
tions were destroyed and large fires and ex- 
plosions were observed with smoke rising 
3,000 feet. 

Madang-Rai Coast: Our air patrols bombed 
Karkar Island and coastal targets at Uligan 
Harbor, Enemy planes attempting to raid 
the Saidor area at night dropped bombs harm- 
lessly in the sea. 

Bougainville: Our ground forces defeated 
an enemy attack in force against our Toro- 
kina positions inflicting heavy. losses. Our 
toepede and dive-bombers struck perimeter 
targets with seventy-eight tons of bombs. 

Our heavy units bombed Kieta and Kahili 
causing fires. Our air and naval patrols at- 
tacked targets on the southwest coast at Buka 
and Tinputs Harbor. An enemy float-plane in- 
effectively attacked our surface units. 

15 March 

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance only. 

Northeastern Sector: Admiralty Islands: 
Our ground forces have cleared Hauwei and 
Butjo Luo Islands of enemy opposition. Our 
medium air units bombed and strafed targets 
on Manus Island. Weak enemy air raids dur- 
ing the night were ineffectual. ’ 

New Ireland: Our air patrols bombed Kavi- 
eng, Namatanai and Borpop. East of Cape St. 
George our Solomons light naval units at 
night shot down an enemy float plane. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our escorted heavy, 
medium and fighter-bombers, following a 
night harassing raid, raided the enemy base 
at midday, causing severe damage. One hund- 
red and twenty-one tons of bembs were 
dropped on the township, waterfront and Ra- 
popo airdrome, causing numerous fires and 
explosions. Fighters swept over the area, de- 
stroying five enemy planes and one other

or craft were set afire. Two of our planes 
failed to return. 

Talasea Area: Our ground patrols landed at 
Linga Linga in Eleonora Bay, killing fifty- 
five enemy stragglers. 

Wide Bay: Our Solomons air atrols 
bombed Tol Plantation and strafed barges 
near Adler Bay. At Jacquinot Bay our light 
naval units shot down an attacking enemy 
floatplane. 

Cape Hoskins: Our air patrols_ strafed 
enemy installations at Commodore Bay and 
villages to the east. 

New Guinea: Hollandia: Our night air i 
trols attacked an enemy convoy destroying 
three 1,000-ton vessels. Two were sunk and 
the third driven ashore on a reef. 

Wewak: In air combat on the twelfth we 
shot down eighteen enemy planes with six 
probably, losing only two. e continued the 
assault the following day, our heavy, medium 
and attack planes dropping 210 tons of bombs 
on Brandi Plantation and gun positions at 
Wewak Point. Numerous fires and explosions 
were seen causing severe damage in building 
and supply areas. Escorting fighters shot 
down eight enemy aircraft and another prob- 
ably, bringing the enemy’s total to sixty-five 
planes shot out of action in three days. Our 
air patrols bombed Mushu Island and pos- 
sibly destroyed a coastal vessel in Nightin- 
gale Bay. Our fighters and naval patrols de- 
stroyed five barges at Hansa Bay.

The bombers dropped more than 10,000 high 
explosive bombs and more than 350,000 incen- 
diary bombs. They destroyed a number of 
enemy fighters, but the total is not yet 
known. 

From this heavy attack thirty-eight bomb- 
ers are missing. 

9 March 

All of the four main buildings of the VKF 
ball-bearing factory at Erkner, a suburb of 
Berlin, were hit and at least one was severely 
damaged and left burning after Wednesday's 
attack by Fortresses and Liberators of the 
Eighth Air Force. 

Such large fires were burning and there 
was so much smoke in the air that the other 
three buildings could not be observed from 
later photographs, but the first bomb strike 
photos showed a heavy ceneentration of 
bombs on the entire plant. 

The Berliner Machinenbau Factory in the 
Wildau district of Berlin also was damaged 
in the attack, three important buildings have 
been set afire. This factory, which before 
the war specialized in locomotive production, 
is believed to have been manufacturing com- 
ponents for torpedoes. 

Forty-two enemy aircraft were shot down 
by bombers on Wednesday. This, added to 
the eighty-three fighters shot down, makes 
a total of 125 German planes destroyed.

Col. John W. Thomason, jr., USMC, 
died in the Navy Hospital, San Diego, 
Calif., 12 March after an illness of sev- 
eral weeks. At the bedside were his wife, 
Leda B. Thomason: his son, Capt. John 
W. Thomason III, USMC, and his brother, 
Dr. Herbert Thomason, of Ft. Worth, 
Tex. 

The son of Dr. and Mrs. John W. Thomason, 
Colonel Thomason started his career as & 
writer while with the editorial department of 
the Houston Chronicle, Houston, Tex., prior to 
the outbreak of World War I. Later, he 


rained fame as the author of “Fix Bayonets,” 
£ and Others,” “Jeb 





“Red Pants,” “Marines : ples 
Stuart,” “Salt Winds and Gobi Dust, 2 Gone 
to Texas,” and “Lone Star Preacher. Be- 


sides his books, he also wrote many maga- 
zine articles and short stories, and achieved 
prominence as a painter and illustrator. 

Colonel Thomason, who served with the 
Marine Corps Branch of the Texas Naval 
Militia as a youth, was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps 29 Aug. 197. 
He attained his present rank of colonel 30 
May 12 3 . 
~ Colonel Thomason served in France with the 
famous Fifth Marine Regiment. He was 
awarded both the Silver Star and the Navy 
Cross “for extraordinary heroism" under fire. 
Colonel Thomason, then a first lieutenant, and 
a Marine in his command wiped out a German 
machine gun nest and. killed 13 Germans 
on 18 July 1918, when the German gun was 
holding up.an American advance at Soissons. 

After the First World War, he served at 
many Marine Corps posts in the United 
States, at sea and in Cuba, Nicaragua, and 
China. He was Chief of the American Repub- 
lies Section, Office of Naval Intelligence, when 
the present war started. At his own request, 
he was transferred to combat duty and saw 
service with the Amphibious Training Com- 
mand and on the staff of Admiral C. W 
Nimitz, USN, Commander in Chief of 
Pacific Fleet. , 

On_21 May 19438, he was presented with the 
Air Medal for his work in making an air 
survey of all Central and South American 
Republics in 1942. Besides the Navy Cross, 
Silver Star, and Air Medal, Colonel Thomason 
also holds the Second Division Citation; the 
Victory Medal with Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel, 
Meuse-Argonne and Defensive-Sector Clasps: 
the Second Nicaraguan Campaign Medal; the 
China Expeditionary Medal: the American 
lefense Service Medal; the Asiatic- Pacific 
Medal; and the French Fourragere.

Funeral services for Col. Freeman W. 
Bowley, Ret., FA, USA, who died sud- 
denly on 1 March 1944 while on active 
duty at West Point, were held in the old 
Cadet Chapel on Friday, 3 March 194, 
with Chaplain J. B. Walthour officiating. 
Interment was in the West Point Ceme- 
tery with full military honors. 

Born in California and appointed from that 
state, the late Colonel Bowley entered the 
United States Military Academy as a cadet 
on 6 Aug. 1907. Graduating high in his class 
on 13 June 1911, he was commissioned a 2nd 
Lieutenant and assigned to the Ist Field 
Artillery, He thereafter served at Schofield 
Barracks, Hawaii, and, while a junior officer, 
was graduated from the Field Artillery School 
of Fire, Ft. Sill, Okla., and from the Mounted 
Service School at Ft. Riley, Kans. 

Appointed a Major, Ordnance Department, 
National Army, 12 Jan. 1918, he sailed for 
France in March of the same year. There- 
after he was on special duty with the Chief 
Ordnance Officer, A.E.F., and, as Chief Ord- 
nance Officer, 3rd Army Corps, participated 
in combat operations on the Vesle and Aisne 
Rivers in the Chateau Thierry Salient and 
during the entire Meuse-Argonne Offensive. 

Appointed a Lieutenant Colonel, Ordnance 
Department, USA, 11 November, 1918, he took 
part in the march to the Rhine and, as Arma- 
ment Officer, Army of Occupation, served at 
Coblenz, Germany, until March 1919, when he 
returned to the United States. 

Ile was retired for physical disability in 
line of duty on 31 March 1940. 

Ordered to active duty 14 Feb. 1941, Col- 
onel Bowley reported and was assigned to 
duty at the U. S. Military Academy, West 
Point, N. Y. As a member of the Superin- 
tendent’s Military Staff he thereafter served 
in several important capacities, including 
those of Post Intelligence Officer, War Plans 
Officer, Inspector, Surveying Officer, As- 
sistant to the Zone Construction Quarter- 
master, and as Field Agent for the West Point 
and Stewart Field Land Projects. 

For his overseas services in 1918 Colonel 
sowley was awarded the Victory Medal with 








four stars and, for “military merit in the per- 
formance of his duties in the A.E.F., France, 
1918,” the order of the Purple Heart. He was 
likewise the recipient of a certificate for “spe- 
cial meritorious services as Chief Ordnance 
Officer, 3rd Army Corps, during operations 
August-November 1918, Oise-Aisne and 
Meuse-Argonne Offensives.” His military 
awards also include the Army of @ccupation 
Medal (Germany 1918-'19), and the American 
Defense Service Medal. 

Colonel Bowley is survived by his wife, 
Elise Johnson Bowley; bya daughter, Miss 
Elizabeth W. Bowley; by a brother, Lt. Gen.

Army Insignia Again 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 


May I be permitted to question the editorial 
policy that prompted you to print in your 
issue of 26 February the communication 
headed “Army Insignia” and signed “Colo- 
nel?” Surely, all of us are already sufficiently 
surfeited with the horrors of war without 
being forced to share, even vicariously, the 
added frightfulness set forth so pathetically 
by your doughty correspondent. 

The mere thought of him, all alone and 
with no help in sight, wearily explaining 
ever and over again to “so many civilians, 
foreign and domestic, even other branches of 
our own service” that the eagles on his broad 
shoulders signify he is a colonel; of hat 
check girls being annoyed because they cut 
their fingers on the wings of his eagles; and 
finally, of the lining in his overcoat ripping 
because of these same metal but malevolent 
birds, all add up to a mental picture of ram- 
pant horror before which reason totters, 

Please, let us put an end to the whole sor- 
did mess by suggesting to the collapsing 
colonel that his friends, foreign or domestic, 
in or out of the service, are obviously not 
very bright and perhaps he is wasting his 
time with them, or that maybe he ought not 
to be spending his money at swank eateries 
where they have hat check girls, or that he 
could make them smile over their wounds by 
leaving them bigger tips, or if his overcoat 
was lined in accordance with QM specifica- 
tions there would be shields to prevent the 
rips that so handicap his martial career, or 
let us introduce him to the woven species of 
| insignia which do not cut, tear, rip, bite, or 
nibble. Or he might solve all his troubles by 
taking advantage of the present opportuni- 











ties for seeking the calm civilian backwaters 
of inactive duty. 

But before we dismiss the matter entirely, 
it might be well to give favorable considera- 
tion to Colonel’s suggestion that a full moon 
be submitted for the. more conventional 
eagles. I gather it is his idea that these lunar 
labels be plain, but I submit the amendment 
that with little extra trouble each dise could 
bear a reasonable facsimile of the face of the 
wearer; this pretty conceit would not only 
emphasize the moon idea, but also serve as an 
identification tag. (This scheme need not ap- 
ply to the crescent moons to be used for 
lieutenant colonels, since lieutenant colonels 
are now almost as expendable as second lieu- 
tenants, and more positive identification of 
them would only further complicate things).

We have our 
Army of today, which has never looked up 
in the dictionary the meaning of the word

P Another Colonel. 
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Study Captured FW-190 

Captured on an airstrip near Naples, a 
German Focke-Wulf 190 has been brought 
to this country by the Army Air Forces 
and is now undergoing tests by the Ma- 
teriel Command at Wright Field, Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

A prime feature of the plane is the wide 
use of electric controls. There is no mix- 
ture control. This is taken care of auto- 
matically. The familiar hydraulic pres- 
sure gauge is missing; it has no hydrau- 
lic system, the wheels and flaps being 
operated electrically. It is one of the few 
airplanes which uses electric control Op 
erating mechanisms to a large extent. 

The FW-190 is powered by a BMW 
(Bavarian Motor Works) engine of the 
14-cylinder, 2-row radial type, rated at 
approximately 1,600 horsepower. 

The plane weighs approximately 10,000 
pounds and has a wing span of 34% feet. 
It resembles the AAF P-47 in flight. 

Carrying two wing-tanks, the FW-190 
has a long range. Standard practice of 
the Nazis calls for two wing-tanks with 
a bomb carried on a rack beneath the 
fuselage. 

Cooling of the radial engine is aided by 
a power-driven rotary fan geared to the 
propeller hub. This aids in forcing air 
back over the cylinder fins. 

Two shell-firing cannon are built into 
the wing roots and are electrically syn- 
chronized to fire through the propeller 
are. In contrast, the regular fighter model 
of the FW-190 carries four cannon and 
two 719 machine guns. 

It is a plane that must not be under- 
rated.

While it is known that the army’s new 
synthetic rubber tires and tubes will give 
long and dependable service if installed 
and maintained properly, certain familiar 
driver instructions must now be given a 
new emphasis. It happens that synthetic 
rubber cuts and chafes somewhat more 
readily than natural rubber. So drivers 


will be cautioned to be more careful than 
ever in avoiding rocks, ruts, stumps, 


bumps and curbs. Added stress will also 
be given the cautions against quick starts, 
sudden stops, skidding, overloading, 
speeding and other abuses that cut down 
the life of any tire. 

The new synthetic products are easily 
identified. The casings bear a circular 
red spot on which appear the letter “S” 
and a number. Inner tubes carry a red or 
blue stripe completely around their base. 
A red spot identifies synthetic rubber 
tracks. 





Naval Chaplains Bill 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
began hearings this week on H.R. 1023, the 
bill that provides for the establishment of 
a Chief of Chaplains in the Navy. Civil- 
ian opposition wana that was not 
evident when the House Naval Committee 
considered the bill in February. Because 
of this opposition, the Senate committee 
will not report the bill until further data 
have been received from the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel. 

Representing groups favoring the legis- 
lation were Dr. S. Arthur Devan, direc- 
tor of the Commission on Army and 
Navy Chaplains of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America ; 
Dr. DeSilva Pool, of the Jewish Welfare 
Board; and Mr. Eugene J. Butler, of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, 
who spoke for the Right Rev. Monsignor 
M. J. Ready, who presides over that 
Conference. 

The three witnesses said that the total 
of 2,000 chaplains now in the Navy and 
800 more requested warrant a Chief of 
Chaplains with the prestige that the rank 
of rear admiral will provide, even if that 
rank is only temporary. All of them were 
agreed that the bill is short of its possi- 
bilities in that it does not provide for a 
set-up similar to that in the Army, to 
which they gave the highest praise, but 
they approved the bill as a step in that 
direction. They were emphatic in their 
belief that the rank should go to the 
Chief of Chaplains rather than to a 
chaplain who is just a field officer. 

The opponents of the legislation were 
Vice Admiral Randall Jacobs, Chief of 
Naval Personnel; the Rev. W. O. H. Gar- 
man, representing some Protestant de- 
nominations grouped under the name of 
the Independent Fundamental Council of 
Christian Churches; and the Rev. Carl 
McIntire, of the American Council of 
Christian Churches, which includes 
eleven Protestant denominations. 

The opposition of the clergymen was 
based on their belief that the policy of 
the present Director of the Chaplains Di- 
vision is contrary to Navy regulations 
in relation to the duties of the Director. 
It was stated that seminaries selected for 
the training of probationary chaplains 
were selected only from the institutions 
in the American Theological Union; that 
the final approval of candidates for the 
chaplaincy depended on their reaction 
to the evident policy of the Director in 
relation to recreation activities and to 
ministering to personnel of denomina- 
tions coordinate with their own. 

This group also urged that regulations 
should be promulgated to release chap- 


lains from collateral duties to enable 
them to limit themselves to activity 
along spiritual lines. It was also sug- 


gested that an investigation be made of 
the Chaplains Division of the Bureau of 
Personnel. 

Admiral Jacobs declared there should 
not be a separate Chaplains’ Bureau as 
it would not be possible to have a 
separate bureau for each of the 16 di- 
visions now functioning within the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel, the Chap- 
lains’ Division being one of these. To 
the suggestion that this division should 
be investigated he replied that the in- 








vestigation is now under way on the basis | 


of a hearing given the opponents at his 
office two weeks ago.

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Financial Digest 


A plan to simplify the income tax 
laws has been tentatively approved 
by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee which, however, has not yet 
issued details of the recommendations it 
will make to the House. Previous state- 
ments of Chairman Doughton and other 
committee members indicate that simpli- 
fication will entail the adoption of some 
or all of the following proposals: Mak- 
ing the withholding levy the actual tax 
for persons earning less than $5,000, thus 
relieving about 30,00,000 persons of the 
necessity of filing returns; integration 
of the victory tax with normal tax and 
surtax; institution of a system of flat 
exemptions, possible $500 for each per- 
son, instead of the present $1,200 for 
married couples, $500 for single persons 
and $350 for dependents. The latter pro- 
posal would be accompanied by adjust- 
ment of rates so that tax burdens would 
he relatively unchanged from the present. 
All proposals discussed to date indicate 
that the simplification bill will preserve 
present liabilities with a minimum of 
changes. 

As the Ways and Means Committee 
coutinued its deliberations, Democratic 
Leader McCormack charged that forma- 
tion by the House Republicans of a com- 
mittee to study post-war taxation was 
“playing politics” with the confused tax 
situation. Mr McCormack challenged the 
group “to draft and introduce a tax Dill 
in the House within: the next three 
months. Purpose of the study committee, 
one of several which Republican Leader 
Martin has created, was announced as 
not to prepare any immediate legislation, 
but to formulate a post-war revenue pol- 
icy to replace the present situation 
created by enactment of 17 tax bills in 
12 years. It has been charged that many 
of those taxes have been levied not to 
produce revenue, but to induce social eco- 
nomic changes. 

The War Production Board in a report 
made 15 March stated that the nation’s 
average daily rate of war expenditures

passed the $300,000,000 mark for the first 
time last month. Total war expenditures 
also hit a new monthly high in February, 
$7,808,000,000, to bring total war costs 
from 1 July 1940 to 29 Feb. 1944 to $168.6- 
billion. 


Merchant Marine 


Purchase by Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey of eight 14%4-knot tankers 
now being built for the Maritime Com- 
mission by the Sun Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company at Chester, Pa., has been 
announced by the commission. 

Standard is turning in 15 old tankers 
for an allowance of $10,778,640 on the 
purchase price of about $24,000,000. 

The old tankers will be continued in 
service as long as deemed necessary in 
the war effort. 

Delivery of the nearly completed tank- 
ers will begin in April. Each is approxi- 
mately 10,172 gross tons and 16,655 tons 
deadweight. The eight can carry an esti- 
mated 1,940,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
a year in the normal peacetime run be- 
tween Gulf and Atlantic ports. 


Operate French Shipping 

A three-cornered agreement covering 
operation and employment of French 
shipping has been concluded between 
Britain, the United States and the French 
Committee of National Liberation. 

Under terms of the compact, the com- 
mittee puts its ocean-going tonnage at 
the disposition of the United Nations for 
the duration, the French reassuming full 
responsibilities and obligations with re- 
spect to French crews on the ships pre- 
viously chartered to General Eisenhower 
on a bareboat basis by the French North 
African authorities. The four tankers and 
two cargo vessels which were laid up at 
Martinique are placed at the disposal of 
the United Nations. Vessels requisitioned 
by British and America after the fall of 
France will be turned back to the French 
to operate under time charter to the War 
Shipping Administration or Ministry of

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Disability Adjudication 

The Senate Military Committee began 
hearings on Monday of this week on 8S. 
1656, a bill that provides that members of 
the armed forces in line for disability 
compensation shall not be discharged 
until their disability has been adjudi- 
cated. The trend of the questioning of 
witnesses revealed that although the War 
and Navy Departments and the Veterans’ 
Administration are opposed to the Dill, 
sentiment of members of the Military 
committee favors the measure. 

Senator Kilgore, W. Va., who intro- 
duced the bill for himself and Senators 
Truman, Brewster and La Follette, urged 
that the disabled should be given full 
protection until they are discharged. He 
argued that the method proposed would 
hasten action by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration, and that it is logical to adjudi- 
cate each case while the disabled and 
their service records are under the same 
roof. 

Witnesses from the War and Navy De- 
partments testified that the Army and 
Navy do not give disability ratings on 
discharge and that the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration requires the discharge of 
personnel before a claim can be adjudi- 
cated. 

Opponents of the bill argued that it 
would be unfair to hold in the service 
men only partially disabled who might 
have employment awaiting them; that 
holding men would make impossible the 
using of beds for the benefit of the more 
seriously disabled ; that the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration does not have enough per- 
sonnel to carry out the provisions of the 
bill, as each of the 600 discharge centers 
in the Army and 40 in the Navy would re- 
quire an adjudication board. 

The representative of the Veterans’ 
Administration, Edward E. Odom, urged 
that under new precedure, by means of 
nine area set-ups with one or more 
boards, the time between the filing of a 
claim and final action has been reduced 
from three months to ten days. Delays 
are due to the necessity of determining 
“line of duty” and whether a pre-war 
condition has been aggravated by war 
service. He reported that of 500,000 
already discharged for disability, only 
225,000 had put in claims up to 31 Dec. 
143. Of this number, 104,000 cases are 
pending, 43,294 have been allowed, and 
76,088 have been disallowed. 

The Senate Military Committee is to 
continue hearings on the proposed legisla- 
tion. 


Shoot Our Own Planes 

The War and Navy Departments on 16 
March confirmed reports that over 20 
Army transport planes were mistakenly 
shot down by our own naval and ground 
force fire over Sicily during operations 
last July. 

In explaining the incident the Army 
and Navy stated that it happened during 
the night and morning of 10-11 July, when 
2,500 airborne troops of the 82nd Air- 
borne Division were being flown into 
Gela as reinforcements. Of the 170 air- 
craft in the flight 23 were reported to 
have been shot down by a combination of 
enemy anti-aircraft guns and fire from 
Allied naval and ground forces. A care- 
ful study is being conducted, the an- 
houncement stated, to prevent a recur- 
rence of the incident. 

Questioned about the matter on the 
morning of 16 March, the Secretary of 
War declined to make any comment but 
admitted that such accidents occur dur- 
ing the confusion of night operations. 


Declares Law Bars Naval 


Transfer 
_Representative W. Sterling Cole, of 
New York. declared this week that the 
law bars the transfer of American naval 
Ships to Russia by the President as “the 
equivalent” of one-third of the Italian 
fleet, 

“Mr. Roosevelt may or may not know 
it © . . 
it,” he said, “but there is a law on the 
statute books (Public Law No. 1, 78th 
Congress, Sec. IV) which reads as fol- 
lows: 
, ‘Hereafter any ship, boat, barge or float- 
ing dry dock of the Navy may be leased in 
’ccordance with the act approved March 11, 
191 (55 Stat. 31), but not otherwise disposed 
of, for periods not beyond the termination of 
the present wars, but the title thereto shall 
Temain in the United States.’ 

As author of that law, I -intend to make | 
teeain that it is fully enforced and that 

ete is no circumvention thereof.” 





Announce Navy Expansion 

Under present plans the Navy will 
reach its maximum strength some time in 
1945, Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox announced this week. Announcing 
figures of the program he stressed the 
need of additional personnel to man the 
vessels. 

Vice Adm. Randall Jacobs, Chief of 
Naval Personnel, appearing at the Sec- 
retary’s press conference, stated: 

“The significance of the Navy’s con- 
tinued need for officers, men and Waves 
is reflected on the figures showing the 
growing number of ships being commis- 
sioned.” 

During the calendar year of 1944 an av- 
erage of 11.7 vessels will be commissioned 
each day. The number of ships in com- 
mission increased from 913 on 1 Jan., 
1942, to 4,167 on 1 Jan., 1944. The figures 
for the present year do not include dis- 
trict craft such as oil barges, small inis- 
cellaneous amphibious craft, ete., which 
are also manned by Naval personnel. 

Increased numbers of enlisted person- 
nel are finding new opportunities to 
qualify for officer training or directly for 
commissions. Offices of Naval Officer Pro- 
curement throughout the nation are proc- 
essing increased numbers of applications 
for commissions from civilians under 35 
years toward whom an intensified pro- 
curement effort is directed in which gen- 
eral service officers, doctors engineers 
and chaplains are especially sought. 

The present strength of the Navy is 
2,510,000 officers and enlisted personnel 
including Waves. Admiral Jacobs stated 
that 3,006,000 will be needed by the end 


of 1944, plus Coast Guard and Marine |

Appointments in Supply Corps 

Applications “from Navy Reserve ofli- 
cers of the Supply Corps for appointment 
in the Supply Corps, Regular Navy have 
been invited by the Navy Department. 

Applications are desired from officers 
who on 1 March completed six months’ 
active duty, who hold a bachelor’s de- 
gree from an accredited college and who 
were under 26 years of age at time of re- 
porting for continuous active duty. Offi- 
cial forwarding endorsements giving a 
frank appraisal of the applicant’s quali- 
fications should be accompanied by Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery Form Y 
reporting physical examination by at 
least one medical officer. Applications 
must reach the Bureau of Naval Ver- 
sonnel before 1 July. 

Naval R. O. T. C. seniors who had not 
passed their twenty-fifth birthday anni- 
versary on 30 Nov. 1943 also may apply. 

Permanent appointment of selected 
candidates will be in grade of ensign. 
Those who may be serving temporarily 
in higher grades will be given further 
temporary appointment in the Regular 
Navy in the rank which they would have 
attained had they been permanently ap- 
pointed in the Regular Navy on the date 
they reported for continuous active duty. 


Endorses Army Day 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, in 
a letter to Brig. Gen. Albert L. Cox, com 
mander-in-chief of the Military Order of 
the World Wars, endorsed the observance 
of Army Day, 6 April. 

Mr. Knox stressed the close side by side 
fighting of the Army and the Navy, 
“welded into a complete fighting whole.” 
Successful cooperation, he said, is more 
important than ever before in this year of 
attack.

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Discuss Politics in Service 


Two members of the House this week 
charged that the administration was ac- 
tively campaigning for the reelection of 
President Roosevelt among troops sta- 
tioned overseas, while a third, Represen- 
tative Fish, ‘N. Y., charged that the ad- 
ministration was back of a “smear” on 
General Douglas MacArthur because it 
feared that he might be an opponent of 
Mr. Roosevelt in the forthcoming elec- 
tion. 

The two Congressmen, Mr. Brown, of 
Ohio, and McWilliams, of Conn., charged 
that troops abroad are being flooded with 
Roosevelt buttons, which are being used 
by soldiers as “skimmers” on the water 
or being given to French mothers who 
pin their babies’ diapers with them 
since there is a shortage of pins. 

They further charged that the Office 
of War Information had not given pub- 
licity to the anti-administration side of 
the vote bill and had portrayed the pas- 
sage of the tax bill over Mr. Roosevelt's 
veto as a personal disagreement between 
Senator Barkley and Mr. Roosevelt, now 
patched up. 

Mr, Brown called attention to a pocket 
history of the United States, distributed 
at taxpayers’ expense to the armed 
forces, in which the President is called 
the “peer” of Lincoln anel Wilson, which 
says Mr. Roosevelt “reorganized and re- 
formed” the executive department of the 
government “which had grown in a hel- 
ter-skelter fashion and which was _ in- 
efficient and extravagant,” and that 
through his “court-packing”’ plan he was 
educating the nation to the real charac- 
ter of the American constitutional sys- 
tem.” 

“Now that I bave read these excerpts 
from the official Government - approved 
Pocket History of the United States,” 
commented Mr. Brown, “perhaps those 
of you who played some part in the his- 
toric events described therein are, for 
the first time, fully aware of what actu- 
ally happened—at least you know what 
our soldiers and sailors are being told 
happened in those particular instances.” 

Mr. Fish, recalling the “smear” article 
on General MacArthur endorsed by the 
War Department until the Secretary of 
War recalled it on representation of Sen- 
ator Vandenberg, stated that PM and 
Walter Winchell, both noted adminis- 
tration supporters, also were smearing 
General MacArthur. 

“Why these calculated and deliberate 
assaults against General MacArthur by 
the smear artists, except that both the 
New Deal hatchet men and the Commu- 
nist fellow travellers are afraid that he 
will be drafted by the Republican na- 
tional convention in June to lead the fight 
against the great white father?” 








Veterans Benefit Bill 
The Veterans’ Subcommittee of the 
Senate Finance Committee has reported 
favorably to the full committee the gen- 
eral veterans’ benefit bill, S. 1767, which 
was introduced early in the week by SO 
of the 98 senators and which has the in- 
dorsement of the American Legion and 
the Veterans’ of Foreign Wars. 
Among the provisions of the bill are: 


Continuance of service personnels’ education 
at public expense along the general lines of 
the bill recently reported by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor. However, the 
general bill centers administration in the 
Veterans Administration instead of in the 
Office of Education, and makes eligible per- 
sonnel who served since 16 Sept. 1940. The 
special education bill limited eligibility to 
those serving since 7 Dec. 1941. The GI bill 
leaves selection of students for more than 
one year’s education in the hands of the 
Veterans Administration, while the education 
bill provided that quotas of students for ad- 
ditional schooling should be apportioned 
among the states on the basis of number of 
men supplied to the services. 

Granting of unsecured, low-interest loans 
for purchase of homes, farms or businesses. 

Creation of a job placement Agency for 
veterans; provision would be made for un- 
employment benefits. 








Classification of the Veterans Administra- 
tion as a vital war agency, with priority over | 
personnel and over materials second only to 
the Army and the Navy. 

Authorization of appropriations up to $500,- 

,000 for veterans hospital facilities. 

Insurance that personnel will not be dis- 
charged or released until certificate of dis- 
charge or release is ready for delivery, and 
disabled personnel would not be discharged 
until they had executed claims for compensa- | 
poe or stated they did not desire to file | 
claims. 





Soldiers’ Vote Legislation 


The controversial soldier’s vote legis- 
lation went to the White House this week, 
the Senate and House having adopted a 
compromise version which: 

1. Orders the Secretaries of War and 
the Navy to transmit ballots and other 
election materials by air to the fullest 
possible extent, postage free. 

2. Recommends actions by States to 
simplify voting by service personnel 
under State law. 

3. Provides for use of a short federal 
ballot by which personnel can vote for 
President, Vice President, Senator and 
Representative by writing in names of 
candidates. 

The federal 
service personnel 


ballot can be used by 
outside the United 


States if (1) the Governor of the State _ 


certifies prior to 15 July that use of fed- 
eral bailots is authorized by State law 
and (2) the voter states con oath that he 
has made application for a State ballot 
prior to 1 Sept. but as of 1 Oct. had not 
received it. 

The federal ballot can be used by serv- 
ice personnel in the United States if (1) 
the Governor of his State certifies that 
there is no provision for an absentee bal- 
lot under State laws, and (2) that use of 
the federal ballot is authorized by State 
law. 

A great number of the States already 
have enacted legislation to expedite use 
of State ballots by adopting some or all 
of the following provisions: (1) waiving 
registration in person; (2) permitting the 
standard post card to serve as applica- 
tion for a ballot, so that a voter does not 
first have to apply for an application for 
a ballot, but can apply directly for the 
ballot itself; (3) advancing deadlines for 
filing of candidacies so that ballots can be 
prepared earlier and transmitted abroad ; 
(4) repealing or amending such laws 
as would limit to too short a time the 
period between sending out an absentee 
ballot and requiring its return, and (5) 
reducing size and weight of ballots. Other 
States are convening their legislatures for 
similar purposes. 


Following completion of legislative ac- | 


tion on the vote bill, 15 March, President 
Roosevelt wired all State governors ask- 
ing to be notified whether federal war 
ballots are authorized by their States 


and, if not, if action will be taken to per- | 


mit their use. 


Upon the nature of the replies re- 





ceived, it was indicated, he will approve | 


or veto the bill. 


Mr. Roosevelt did not ask the governors | 


what action they were taking to seek 
amendment of State laws to simplify 
voting with State ballots. 





Ask More Navy Funds 

A supplemental appropriation of $1,- 
081,000,000, together with contract au- 
thorization of $1,500,000,000, was asked 
by the President this week to finance the 
Navy for the remainder of this fiscal 
year. 

The contract authorization would en- 
able shore establishment construction to 
be started. The appropriation would be 
applied to pay, subsistence, transporta- 
tion and training of the Navy, ship main- 
tenance and Marine Corps pay. A trans- 
fer of $34,450,000 from Coast Guard to 
Navy pay is proposed.

Engineers in Sicily 

“From the initiation of the plans until 
the fall of Messina, ending the Sicilian 
campaign, at least fifteen different types 
of Engineer units were engaged,” said 
Maj. Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engi- 
neers, in citing Sicily “as a case history 
of Engineer activities in today’s warfare.” 
The General was speaking to an Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers meeting 
in Philadelphia, 14 March. 

General Reybold said: 

“Coincidental with the planning phase was 
the training phase of the operation. Before 
the North African invasion, we had set about 
the organization and training of an Engineer 
Brigade specializing in landing operations. 


The essential value of this Engineer Am- 
phibian Brigade, as it is called, had been 
demonstrated in North Africa. During the 


period which elapsed between the North Af- 
rican campaign and the operations in Sicily, 
the techniques of such operations were per- 
fected. We worked hand in hand with Navy 
personnel in training troops to load and 
unload vehicles from LST craft, in the build- 
ing of ponton causeways, and in the passing 
of mined areas and beach obstcles, whether 
off-shore and under water or on the beaches.” 

Of the Engineer Amphibian Brigades, 
General Reybold said: 

“Here were units born of the necessities of 
battle, valiantly performing a task as perilous 
as any involved in the whole operation—a 
task essential to successful invasion. The 
commanders of the Engineer Combat Battal- 
ions, deeply involved in their normal combat 
duties, had little time to concern themselves 
with the operation of the beach dumps and 
supp!y depots. The Engineer Shore Regi- 
ments of the Amphibian brigades were left 
to their own initiative in getting supplies and 
equipment and men over the beaches and to 
the fighting units. Under aerial attack and 
artillery fire from an enemy determined to 
cut our supply lines, these units delivered 
the goods.” 

Another unit cited by General Reybold 
is the Engineer Port Construction and 
Port Repair Group. Describing their im- 
portance in the Sicilian campaign, he 
said: 

“The normal supply of an army of 500,000 
men requires 750,000 ship-tons per month. But 
during the first few days of an operation, 
when thousands of troops with their equip- 
ment and supplies are being landed, the ton- 
nage figures leap far above this normal figure. 
Thus, a prerequisite to launching the Sicilian 
operation was provision of port facilities ade- 
quate for the embarkation of troops and 
equipment. The North African ports from 
which the campaign would be launched had 
to be reconstructed and enlarged. The bring- 
ing in and setting up of heavy cranes, pro- 
vision of additional] berthage, warehouses, 
railroad lines, and other facilities became the 
function of an Engineer Port Construction 
and Port Repair Group, which had been 
in training for a year.” 


Conserve Medical Officers 

A number of changes in Army organi- 
zation designed to relieve Medical Corps 
officers for assignment to professional 
duties exclusively have been ordered by 
the War Department. 

Tables of organization of more than a 
seore of different types of units, includ- 
ing cavalry, coast artillery, antiaircraft, 
engineers, infantry, medical, ordnance, 
signal and armored organizations, and 
divisional and army headquarters have 
been modified to direct the substitution 
of Medical Administrative Corps or Sani- 
tary Corps officers for officers of the 
Medical Corps. 

Station hospitals in the communica- 
tions zone also will substitute MAC’s for 
doctors in certain billets. 

It is further ordered that executive of- 
ficers and registrars of numbered or fixed 
general or station hospitals should pref- 
erably be MAC officers commissioned be- 
cause of prior experience as civilian hos- 
pital administrators or Medical Depart- 
ment noncommissioned officers. 

Medical inspectors of hospitals, divi- 
sions or stations should be Sanitary 
Corps ofticers, but MAC officers who have 
had college instruction in the biological 
sciences or appropriate military or 
civilian experience may be substituted. 

Assistants to battalion surgeons should 
preferably be personnel who entered the 
service as male nurses, pharmacists, pre- 
medical or medical students, or those who 
have been trained as enlisted technicians 
and later became MAC officers. As a rule 
the officers destined for assignment as 
assistants to battalion surgeons will be 
sent to the special six-week officer classes 
at Camp Barkeley, Tex., the second of 
which is now in progress. These classes 
were discussed in the 5 Feb. issue of the 
ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL. If, however, 
the MAC officer already has the requisite 
training for the assistant’s post, he may 
be placed on such duty without first going 
to Barkeley. 

The medical inspectors, hospital exec- 
utives and registrars and the like may be 








selected by service command, defense 
command or higher authority from per- 
sonnel under their control. Understudy 
training on the job will be given for those 
posts which may be so mastered with a 
limited amount of such instruction, 

If sufficient numbers of MAC and Sani- 
tary Corps officers are not available to 
fill the positions created by the changes 
in the tables of organization, Medica] 
Corps officers may be left temporarily jn 
the posts, and requisition made of the 
Adjutant General of the qualifications 
and numbers of MAC and SnC officers re- 
quired. 

The aggregate of the changes will re- 
lease hundreds of doctors who are not 
now employed in duties requiring their 
highest professional skills. Naturally. 
however, the qualification of successors to 
all medical officers to be relieved will re- 
quire some time. 





Radiation Therapy in Army 

The new Radiation Therapy Section of 
the Army Medical Center, Washington, 
D. C., was officially opened 10 March. 
The former Section has been succeeded 
by one that is by itself in a separate 
building in which has been installed a 
1,000,000 volt roentgen therapy apparatus 
—the largest and most powerful in the 
Army. 

In an address at the opening cere- 
monies, Maj. Gen. Shelley U. Marietta, 
commanding general of the Army Medical 
Center, emphasized that the medical pro- 
fession understands the potentialities of 
therapy agencies and that at the Center 
a tumor Board of three members has 
been established to consider cancer or 
suspected cancer cases and that no case 
is treated until this Board acts. 

Col. B. R. Kirkland, of the Surgeon 
General’s Office, representing Brig. Gen. 
Fred W. Rankin, stated that while civil- 
ian statistics show 85.5 deaths from can- 
cer per 100,000 population, the record 
of the Army shows only 4.8 for the same 
number of Army personnel. He asserted 
that, because this is true, cancer is not 
a major problem in the Army, but that 
it is frequent enough to warrant the lat- 
est set-up. To meet this condition there 
are 11 General Hospitals which are deep- 
ray institutions, each one having a 200, 


000 volt therapy machine and X-ray 
equipment. 
Lt. Col. Rettig A. Griswold, of the 


Walter Reed staff, reported that of 37,- 
000 patients treated in that hospital in 
the past three years only 244% had ma- 
lignant cancer and that some of these were 
zmong 75,000 outpatients treated last 
year. He stated that the Tumor Board is 
constituted of the Chiefs of the Labora- 
tory, Radiology, and Therapeutics Sec- 
tions. 

Maj. Milton Friedman, Director of the 
Radiation Therapy Section at Walter 
Reed, traced the development of super- 
voltages from the initial experiments to 
the present enormous energies and the 
techniques for harnessing them. 

Referring to the 1,000,000 volt equip- 
ment, Major Friedman said that such ap- 
paratus increases skin tolerance and, 89, 
results in fewer burns; leads to less severe 
blood changes and radiation sickness; 
has a more effective influence over all 
types of deep-seated cancers; has a great- 
er beam penetration, and so effects deeper 


treatment: makes a target hit rather 
than an area bombardment. 
Capt. R. R. Spencer, USN, on duty 


at the Naval Hospital in Bethesda gave 
statistics to show that cancer is on the 
increase and is among the great killers 
of human beings. According to his opil- 
ion many people are reaching the cancer 
age, caused, although there is no definite 
known cause, probably by the fact that 
life is more complex and as a result there 
are more occupational forms of cancer. 
He asserted that of 4 million veterans 
of the last war 600 to 700 new cases are 
being received by the Veterans Admit- 
istration each month, and that it will be 
a larger problem in the future because 
of the larger size of the present armed 
forces. 


Civilian Teachers Needed 

The Army needs civilian teachers im 
mediately to replace military personnel 
as instructors in primary education fo 
illiterate soldiers and expects to employ 
from 3,000 to 5,000 men and women DY 
midsummer, the War Department a 
nounced 15 March. 
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
